HESE two books will recall the’ fact 

that the domination of the English 
| drama by George Bernard Shaw is of very 
| recent date, and that of the three who 
may be said to have re-made the English 
drama during the past fifty years Henry 
Arthur Jones and Arthur Wing Pizero 
were the actual pioneers. ‘To Jones, 
Shaw was not a dramatist at all, but 
only “a critic who went astray,” as 
Shaw himself once said. Yet, while 
Pinero and Jones were writing plays, it 
was Shaw who was making the atmos- 
phere in which they did their work. So, 
we find in these two portly volumes Shaw, 
rather than Jones or fPinero, as the 
really significant figure. 

When Shaw says that “the whole of the 
nineteenth century drama was swept into 
the dust-bin by Barrie,’’ he merely said 
in another way that the pioneer work of 
Jones and Pinero had ceased when ‘‘ The 
Admirable Crichton’’ was staged in 1902. 

Both the pioneers were born. in the 
1850’s; Jones in 1851, and Pinero in 
1855; Jones died in January, 1929, but 
Pinero is still hale at the age of 75. 
Between 1878 and 1920 Henry Arthur 

Jones wrote over 
sixty plays, and in 
the fifty-three years 
between 1877 and 1930 
Pinero wrote over 
fifty. It is true that 
only two or three. of 
the plays written by 
either is remembered 


REGIMENT, 


CE of the most important factors in 
the cretion of regimental cffieiency 
is that indefinable, but intensely. real, 
psychological phenomenon called esprit- . 
de-corps. This is largely a sense of ‘ one- 
ness ’’ with the regimental past and with 
its future, breeding a determination that 
the latter shall be worthy of the former. 
Yet, esprit-de-corps, to be truly effective, 
must permeate all ranks down even to the 
last joined recruit, and its foundation 
lies in a knowledge of the regimental 
history. It is from this point of view 
that the value of ‘‘A Short History of 
the Royal Ulster Rifles,*’ which has 
appeared recently, can be appreciated 
best. 

It is issued ia the ‘form of a series of 
lectures, admirably suited for the use of 
a regimental off:cc- when he is instructing 
his men, and really is a clear and easily 
absorbed précis of a larger and more 
detailed work. However admirable and 
necessary the larger regimental histories 
which from time to time have appeared 
may be, this little book fulfils an even 
more important réle from the Army point 
of view, and the example is one which 
might be followed with advantage by other 
units.

The insertion of heavy 
verses to denote a change of chant, and 
the printing ot refrains in italics are 
most useful provisions for the guidance 
of choristers. The use of Arabic numerals 
and the noting of the occasion for which 
a psalm is one of the proper psalms are 
also steps in the right direction. Many 
of the refinements, indicated by an 
elaborate system of sign marks, will be 
appreciated by more advanced choirs, and 
organists will welcome the selection of 
chants suitable for every psalm, whi.h is 
suggested in the prefatory matter. 
The committee has done its work 
with care and thoroughness, and the 
publishers are to be congratulated on the 
general turn-out and excellent printing. 
Yet we cannot help remarking that a 
book of 239 pages, measuring 74 by 43 
inches and weighing 125 ounces, 1s much 
less wieldly than that to which choirs 
have been accustomed.

LAW AND PRACTICE 
IN LUNACY. 


HIS work is the first of its kind 
published since 1895, when a second 
edition of “ Lunacy Act and Orders,” by 
Dr. J. M. Colles, LL.D., then Registrar 
in Lunacy, appeared on the book market. 
The transfer of lunacy . jurisdiction, 
following the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, 
from the Chief Justice. of Ireland to the 
Chief Justice of Saorstat Eireann, with 
consequent modifications in practice, called 
for an up-to-date treatise for the guidance 
and assistance of practitioners and 
students upon the subject under review. 

The work (which deals with the law 
and practice both in Saorstat Eireann 
and Northern Ireland) is divided suitably 
into three parts. Part 1 deals with 
jurisdiction in lunacy, preceded by a brief 
historical sketch. Part 2 embodies the 
Lunacy Regulation (Ireland) Act of 1871, 
and General ( rders now in torce, Part ó 
comprises forms and precedents brought 
up-to-date, A table of Statutes and a 
comprehensive table of decided cases to 
date is embodied. The procedure in the 
Circuit Courts in Saorstat Eireann and 
the County Courts in Northern Ireland is 
discussed. in a brief, but satisfactory, 
manner. 

The author is to be congratulated upon 
a lucid treatment of the subject. No point 
of importance arising upon the law or 
practice seems to have escaped his atten- 
tion. In a work of this nature, intended 
primarily as a book of reference ior prac- 
titioners, it is a matter for regret that 
Mr, Harris did not deal with the subject 
of costs in lunacy matters, particularly 
as he has set forth in an appendix a 
table of court fees, counsel fees and 
medical visitors’ fees.

He had written a play which seems to 
me likely to advance your views—if we 
can only get it produced. Its dramatis 
persone are five Hottentots, eleven 
monkeys, and thirteen goats: They are 
all quite naked and delightfully un- 
ashamed. There is no coherent story, »o 
vestige of a plot, and no discoverable 
purpose. The characters simply come on 
and talk, talk, talk, talk in the frankest 
/'way—l am sure it will please you.’’

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MATHEW CAREY, 


POLITICIAN AND 
PRINTER. 


——— 
DUBLIN TO PHILA- 


DELPHIA., 
EO 
(By T. F. HIGGINS) 
ATHEW, CAREY, who became 


eminent in America as a publisher 
and philanthropist, was born in Dublin 
on January 28th, 1760. Dropped by his 
nurse when a year old, he was lamed for 
life, and this slight deformity may have 
coloured his youthíul outlook, as he did 
not join in sports and games, but 
preferred solitude and books. His father, 
Christopher Carey, a baker and _ con- 
tractor, having accumulated a small 
fortune, was enabled to give his son good 
educational advantages, At the age of 
fifteen Mathew was apprenticed, at his 
own earnest request, to Mr. McDonnel, a 
printer and bookseller, though his father 
pressed him strongly to choose a “ higher 
occupation,”’ 
_ He was only seventeen when his first 
journalistic essay, an article against 
auelling, was published in the Hibernian 
Journal, A few years later he issued an 
anonymously-printed pamphlet on the 
grievances of the Roman Catholics of Ire- 
land, in which he dwelt on the struggle 
which the Americans were then (1779) 
making for independence, and urged other 
nations to imitate their glorious example. 
Chis pamphlet caused a sensation in 
Dublin. It was denounced as treasonable 
and seditious in both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and a group of conservative Roman 
Catholics offered a reward of £40 for the 
discovery of the author, The father of 
the lad became alarmed, and Mathew was 
sent secretly to France. 

There he met Benjamin Franklin. who 
had a small printing ofice at Passy for 
ot gg, cg of reprinting the despatches 
which he received from America, and 
other papers. Young Carey worked with 
Dr, Franklin for a time, and subsequently 
for Didot Le Jeune in setting up some 
Knglish books, While in France, he 
made the acquaintance of the Marquis de 
latavette. 


COMMITTED TO NEWGATE. 


On his return to Dublin, when the 
noise about his pamphlet had died away, 
he worked on the Freeman's Journal for 
4 lew years, till his father set him up as 
proprietor of the Volunteers’ Journal, 
the first number of which appeared on 
October 13th, 1783. Its principal avowed 
- object was ‘‘ to unite in the closest bonds 
of harmony and concord every denomina- 
tion of Irishmen, and to extend the 
benevolent spirit of toleration which dis- 
tinguishes the present age.” In later 
years Carey described the career of this 
paper as * enthusiastic and violent,” and 
if soon gained him imprisonment. On 
April Sth, 1784, the Irish House of 
(ommons unanimously voted that the 
Volunteers’ Journal of that date con- 
tained *“‘a daring, false, scandalous and 
seditious libel on the proceedings of this 
Hfouse,’” and an order was- made that the 
mergeant-at-Arms take the printer and 
“ublisher into custody. Carey was 
brought to the Bar of the House on April 
19th, and was committed to Newgate, 
where he remained till Parliament rose a 
month Jater, Shortly after his release 
was served upon him to show 
cause why information should not be laid 
avainust him, and his friends counselled 
flieht. Disguised in female dress in order 
to escape capture, Carey took ship for 
America, and landed in Philadelphia in 
November, 1784, with only twelve guineas 
in his pocket. 

Fortunately, his acquaintance with 
Latayette now stood him in good stead. 
The Marquis was then in Philadelphia, 
and, hearing of Carey’s arrival, he dis- 
played a lively interest in the welfare of 
the “ persecuted printer,’? as he was 
pleased to call him. He recommended the 
voung fugitive to his friends, and subse- 
quently wrote him a kindly letter, 
enclosing four 100-dollar bills, making. 
however, no mention of the enclosure in 
his letter. In later years Carey had the 
gratification of acknowledging this great 
kindness by repaying the debt, and 
making Lafayette a handsome present 
when, broken in fortune, he visited the 
United States in 1824. 


PARLIAMENTARY REPORTS. 


The word * fail’? was not in Carey’s 
vocabulary. Undaunted by his previous 
experience, he at once started a paper 1n 
Philadelphia, called the Pennsylvania 
Herald, the first issue of which appeared 
on January 25th, 1785. This paper 
proved a great success, because it con- 
tained what was then a novelty in 
American journalism—a full account, re- 
ported by himself, of the debates of the 
State Assembly. He became engaged in 
a bitter controversy with a rival news- 
paper proprietor. A duel resulted, and 
Carey, wounded in the thigh, was laid up 
for twelve months. His next venture 
was magazine publishing, in which he met 
with some success, 

After his marriage, in 1791, he began 
his career as bookseller and publisher, in 
which he became eminently successful. 
The noted William Cobbett has left us an 
account of an interview which he had with 
Carey in 1796 about the publication of a 
pamphlet. “Mr. Caréy he | says, 
“received me as booksellers generally 
receive authors (I mean authors |jwhom 
they hope to get but little by); he looked 
at the title from top to bottom, and then

When I was ing Ballrath, between 
Slane and Ashbot in Co. Meath, 
recently, I asked the friend who was 
driving me to stop the car so that we 
could admire one of the most wonderful 
gardens Í ever have seen. Tt was a small 
garden outside the post office, consisting 
of tulips of every imaginable colour. 
Instead of the usual, not very happy, 
combination of tulips and wallflowers, the 
tulips in this garden were interspersed 
with forget-me-nots that were of a vivid 
colour and within an inch or two of being 
the same height as the tulips themselves. 
The garden looked as if it had been 
planted by the fairies. I discovered that 
it consisted in reality of two gardens 
divided by a small railing, although its 
general effect -:as that of a single garden. 
I also learnt that an old Celtic cross 
stands there. It is dedicated to Lady de 
Bathe, and dates from the eleventh 
century, It is a small cross, and is now 
bending crooked over the ground. Ballrath 
is near the cross roads, and if the road 
to Duleek be followed, three more Celtic 
crosses will be found, all of them dedicated 
to ladies of the de Bathe family. In the 
family residence at Duleek King James 
lept the night before the Battle of the 
Boyne, and it was one of the places where 
Brian Boru’s body was brought after 
Clontarf. The present descendants of the 
de Bathe family live in Canada, 


Sir Barry Jackson’s Ideal. 


In the course of an interview, Sir Barry 
Jackson has been giving some of the things 
that he would like to do in the theatre. 

He hopes to make the Malvern, Festival 

é ,. an annual event, and 
it is there that he 
hopes to present his 
ideal programme 
next year, This year 
again the programme 
will consist mainly 
of Shaw plays. 
“What I want to 
do,” he said, “is to 
present a survey of 
English drama from 
the earliest times; to 
begin with one of 
the moralities, say, 
‘The Interlude of 
Youth,’ follow it 
by Ralph Roister 
Doister,’ then give a Marlowe; miss the 
immortal William, and, instead, put on 
another Elizabethan, possibly, Middleton’s. 
rollicking ‘Fair Maid of the West,’ and 
co on to the Restoration and the 
eighteenth century, finishing, perhaps, 
with Tom Robertson.” Sir Barry rightly 
remarked, ‘‘What a programme that 
would be!’’ 

In a single week would be presented a 
fair conspectus of the English drama 
from the beginnings to the introduction of 
‘‘realism ’’ in the middle of the 
nineteenth century. Something like this 
ought to commend itself to one of the 
producing companies and societies in 
Dublin. , If a programme of a similar 
kind and scope, with every item connected 
in some definite way, were given here, it 
should commend itself to a large audience. 


Moleskins. 


A provincial outfitter tells me that 
labouring men rarely wear moleskin 
trousers nowadays. Twenty or thirty 
years ago they were, however, very 
popular. They were capable of standing 
any amount of hard wear and tear, and 
it was the practice of the proud housewife 
to send her man to work every Monday 
morning with a spotlessly clean pair of 
trousers. Indeed, some of the older men 
were so attached to their bright “ bags” 
that they wore them on Sundays with a 
blue Melton jacket, The great factor in 
favour of the moleskins was that they 
lasted for years, and in those days wages 
were so small in rural areas that the 
purchase of articles of wearing apparel 
was a matter of the greatest importance 
in the financial life of agricultural 
families. .Nowadays,. however, labourers 
prefer to buy rough tweed or shoddy 
slacks, which. only last for a few months. 
Of course, patching can work wonders, and 
T have often observed farm workers wear- 
ing trousers on which not a vestige of the 
original material was v:sible. 
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Diriy Dogs. 


On any occasion, when I pass through 
Kingstown, I am struck by the number 
of unclean “white ’’ dogs that roam the 
streets. Rarely do I see one that looks 
as if it ever had a bath, Sometimes, it 
is true, a really white ‘‘ white ” dog does 
make its appearance, bat, if so, it is 
invariably accompanied by @ woman. 
Most of these disreputable specimens of 
canine flesh are wire-haired fox terriers, 
and, despite their unkempt appearance. 
they are full of fun. I once heard a 
dog-fancier remark that some of these 
dogs have quite good show points, and, 
if they were properly cared for, they 
would not disgrace themselves in the show- 
ring. The same man added, however, that 
he would not like to undertake to rid them 
of the humble creatures that very probably 
inhabited their coats. 


at me from head to foot. ‘ No, my lad,’ 
lad.”

A 
few years later, when Cobbett was 
pouring forth his political diatribes in 
Philadelphia, Carey entered into a fierce 
newspaper and pamphlet warfare with 
him, and showed himself no contemptible 
adversary of this great master of personal 
invective. 


AN ECONOMIST. 


Mathew Carey’s pen was prolific, He 
wrote scores of books and pamphlets, 
mainly of an ephemeral nature, His 
most ambitious literary work was the 
Vindicia Hibernica, published in 1818, 
which sketches the history of the 
Rebellion of 1641, from the Irish view- 
point. Carey is chiefly remembered in 
the United States for his publications on 
American economics. An untiring cham- 
pion of the policy of protection, he did 
more than any other man, except 
Alexander Hamilton, to found an 
American school of economic thought, of 
which his son, Henry C. Carey, became a 
distinguished ornament in later years. 

His business continued to prosper, an 
he gradually accumulated a large fortune, 
which enabled him to gratify his 
charitable dispositions. A practical 

ilanthropist, he was ever zealous in his 
abours on behalf of the helpless and 
afflicted, He was the prime mover in the 
formation of the Hibernian Society, which 
was established to assist Irish immi- 
grants; and he helped: to launch the first 
Sunday school society: in the United 
States. In his eihtieth year he met with 
an accident, being overturned in his 
carriage, and, though the injury seemed 


slight at first. it hastened his death, 
which took place on September 16th, 1839.

That crickets chirping on the hearth 
lent an air of homeliness to a country 
house I had long been aware, but it was 
only the other day that I learned that 
there were “ pishogues’’ about them, A 
friend of mine was enjoying a crack by 
a country fireside where the “ crickers”’ 
were humming right merrily, when there 
called a woman from a few miles away 
whose husband had recently built a new 
dwelling in which they were then living. 
What she wanted was that her hosts 
should give her two crickets in a box to 
take back with her, She explained that 
they had not been lucky in their new 
abode, and she attributed that to the 
absence of these insect songsters. She got 
what she asked, though there was a little 
apprehension upon the part of the donors 
whether they might not be giving away 
their own luck, and they afterwards 
explained that in their kitchen, if the 
crickets sung upon the man’s side of the 
grate, it was evidence that good fortune 
was on its way, but if the distaff side 
were the side, then rain at best, and 
probable misfortune would ensue. 


Back to Its Own. 


Enniskillen is full of rejoicing at the 
moment, as Lord Craigavon has definitely 
intimated that the dépót of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary is to be established 
there. With this object in view, plans 
already are being prepared, and the work 
of fixing up the old military barracks 
there will soon be in full swing. Ennis- 
killen is surely coming back to its own. 
This historic town has given its name to 
two famous regiments—one cavalry and 
one infantry—-a distinction which no other 
town in the British Isles can claim; but 
at the beginning of the present century 
it was denuded of its military status, when 
troops were concentrated at Derry instead, 
and naval fortifications erected at Lough 
Swilly. Enniskillen was the recruiting 
area for one of the oldest and most 
illustrious regiments in the British Army, 
the Royal Enniskilling Fusiliers. Every- 
body in Northern Ireland has reason 
to remember tho 15th May, 1915, when the 
2nd Battalion of the Royal Enniskillings 
lost seven hundred men out of a total 
strength of one thousand in the great 
offensive at Richebourg and Festubert. It 
was then that Sir Douglas Haig, who 
commanded the First Army at the time, 
sent a message of thanks to the Ennis- 
killings, praising their “ great bravery 
and hard work.’’ 


Dr. A. P. Graves’s Reminiscences. 


The members of the Irish Literary 
Society in London have already had the 
privilege of testing the value of the book 
of reminiscences of that popular and 
learned Irish litterateur, Dr. Alfred 
Percival Graves, which is being published 
by Jonathan Cape, Ltd., and it may be 
taken for granted that the book will be 
well received by the literary world. 

Dr. Graves, who is the son of a former 
Bishop of Limerick, has done great ser- 
vice for Ireland by his researches into the 
history of music in this country, and a 
large number of books on Irish music 
written by him bear testimony to the 
extent of his labours. 

Wle he has thus enriched the literary 
world, he will, perhaps, be best known 
to the wide ranks of music-lovers because 
of his popular song, “ Father O'Flynn,” 
which is inevitably in demand at 
gatherings of Irish people the world over. 

Dr. Graves, who for some years has 
lived at Harlech, was formerly prominent 
as a sportsman. He represented Ireland 
at cricket, and was captain of the Dublin 
University football team. In later years 
he has come into touch with countless 
literary and musical celebrities. 


The League of Pity. 


One of the most lucrative sources of 
revenue of the Belfast and Distriet Branch 
of the National Society Jor the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children is tue League of 
Pity. This League is the junior branch 
of the Society, and for the past ten 
years it has raised annually approxt- 
mately £200, the proceeds from a tea 
shop which comes to life every year for the 
period of one week. yen 

The Secretary of the League of Pity is 
Miss Rita Rodden, who is the moving 
genius behind it all. Miss Rodden is a 
daughter of the late Mr. William Rodden, 
who did so much for the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children during 
his life. In 1920 Miss Rodden and her 
fellow-workers were taced with the problem 
of raising money quickly for the Society. 
and they struck on the happy idea of 
running a tea shop. It met \ith immediate 
success, and, in four days, brought in 
£128. The shop is run on ideal lines, 
and the work is virtually all veluntary. 
Other restaurants in Belfast could well 
take a ‘leaf out of Miss Rodden’s book 
for such an establishment, as the customers 
of the League tea shop are always con- 
sulted as to their tastes, and the “' pro- 
prietors ” create such an atmosphere of 
interest and helpfulness that crowds flock 
to their tables, Last year no fewer than 
2.642 actual customers were served.

For seventeen 
years (from 1892 to 1909) he sat im 
Parliament as member for Hawick. 

His tastes are not confined to legal 
matters: for he has published several 
volumes of plays and autobiography, as 
well as legal treatises. In the intervals 
of his various duties he found time to 
pursue his favourite pastimes of shooting 
and golf, both of which he still enjoys. 


Colours in ‘Printing. 
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As the whole world is becoming colour- 
conscious, it is not surprising that printers 
should be discarding sober tones and 
using brighter tints. Colour, however, 
is tricky, and, while it may draw 
attention, it may also, unless knowingly 
used, weaken legibility. In his book, 
‘‘ Language of Colour,’’ M. Luckeish gives 
the results of an experiment made to 
determine the legibility of type on various 
coloured backgrounds. The most legible 
was found to be black type on a yellow 
background; the next, green type on a 
white background; and the third, red 
type on a white background, Black type 
on a white background came sixth on the 
list. Blue type on a red background was

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TANGANYIKA—THE CALL OF 


EMPIRE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sim,—With Empire Day close by, may 
bring before your readers the present position 
of the newest part of the British Hmpire— 
the Mandated ‘Territory of ‘Tanganyika? 
The condition under which we hold the 
Mandate is that we shall do our utmost for 
the social and moral welfare of the people 
there, Christian education is the great 
agency whereby this condition will be ful- 
filled. The Church Missionary Society is 
represented there by the new Diocese of 
Central Tanganyika, which comprises about 
-two-thirds of the whole territory and is ap- 
proximately seven times the size of Ireland. 
A great opportunity for Empire development 
presents itself by the establishment of 
Christian schools all over the country. In 
1927 the Governor, Sir Donald Cameron, in- 
corporated the report of one of our schools in 
the official report of the Government to the 
League of Nations, to show how fully the 
oe of the African is being met and how 
very suitable to his condition is the type of 
education which he is receiving to-day. 
Incidentally, His Excellency’s action shows 
the splendid co-operation between Church and 
State in Tanganyika for the fulfilment of the 
Mandate. A subsequent Government report 
states: ‘‘The C.M.S. have created a true 

education for the Wagogo girls.” 

Another phase of Empire development. is 
the healing of the sick. The child mortality 
of Tanganyika is 80 per cent, There are two 
doctors and two nurses in the service of the 
mission, spending their lives to save the 
children and improve the health of the people. 
Last year 100, sick cases were treated by 
them, but the tragedy hes in the fact that 
medical supplies are exhausted and more are 
needed. I, as Bishop, have made myself 
personally responsible for drugs and medicines 
in the future, and, if any of your readers 
would like to help in the supply of this need, 
[ would be most grateful. We simply cannot 
live among those people without healing them 
of their sicknesses. 

Further, there is not a Protestant church 
for Europeans in the whole of Central 
Tanganyika, and unless the Church at home 
provides for the spiritual needs of its own 
kith and kin in the far off outposts of the 
Empire, we are neglecting one of our primary 
duties. ‘‘ He that provideth not for his own 
hath denied the faith and is worse than an 
infidel.”’ £20,000 is needed for the three- 
fold task confronting us in Tanganyika— 
caring for our people, uplifting the African 
by giving him the benefits of Christian educa- 
tion on sound African lines, and healing the 
sick. This is true Empire development. 

It is only as we teach and train the African 
that his capacity as a wealth-producer in- 
creases, and he is, therefore, at the present 
time a potential buyer of Empire goods. The 
true prosperity of the Empire, however, has 
a spiritual basis in the Christian religion, and 
it is this that we are out to spread and 
establish to all classes, colours, tribes and 
people. The call is the call of Christ, 
humanity, patriotism and charity. Surely no 
better time than at the Festival of Empire 
could there be for sending an Empire gift to 
this needy part of the British Empire. Gifts

Sirn,—The letter of. the Rev. M. Ronan, 
C.C., is sorry reading. It might have been 
reasonably expected that the veriest tyro in 
ecclesiastical knowledge would have known 
that there is a distinction between a primacy 
of honour and the sole supremacy which 
Rome claimed at the time of the Great Schism 
in 1054. I do not know of the ‘‘ Protestant ”' 
historian, Mr. Scott, nor is his name suffi- 


ciently distinctive to ensure his recognition, 


but the Bishop of Killaloe is doubtless 
acquainted with the writings of one of the 
greatest of modern Roman Catholic historians, 
the eminent Duchesne. Duchesne, in writing 
on the period of fierce theological controversy 
in the Eastern Church during the fourth cen- 
tury, ohserves:—‘‘ If there had been in the 
Church of the fourth century a central autho- 
rity, recognised and active, it would have 
afforded a means of solution. But it was not 
so. For that it would have been necessary 
that there should have been in this respect 
a tradition, a custom, that it should have 
been usual to see the Roman Church inter- 
vening in such matters. But in reality it was 
a very long time since anything had been 
heard of that Church in the East.’’ 
Duchesne adds that ‘‘ Athanasius does not 
seem to have any idea that an appeal to 
Rome might restore his fortunes. It was his 
adversaries who made the first approaches to 
Pope Julius. Further, as soon as they were 
met by opposition from him, we find them 
assuming a disdainful attitude towards the 
Pope, and even taking upon themselves to 
depose him. There was not then a guiding 
power, an effective expression of Chris- 
tianity.’” Duchesne affirms in words similar 
to Dr. Patton’s: ‘‘The Papacy, such as the 
West knew it later on, was yet to be born.” 
Furthermore, Constantinople claimed, and 
was granted, a precedence like to that of 
Rome by the fourth Ecumenical Council. 
Suffice it to add that, if the Eastern Church 
had acknowledged the sole supremacy of 
Rome, there would have been no schism. 
The Orthodox Church has never at any time 
acknowledged this supremacy.—Yours, etc.,

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IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL 


From Ovr SPECIAL CoRRESPONPDENT, 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

LTHOUGH the Belfast Corporation 
has many critics of its administra- 

tion, no one can accuse it of want of vision 
or enterprise. It is evidently determined 
to make the city worthy of its status and 
dignity. Several years ago it began to 
beautify the Lagan by constructing wide 
boulevards along its banks, and now a 
lock is being built across the river, 80 
that the water may be kept at any desired 
level in the upper reaches, with the result 
that unsightly mud-banks, which are un- 
covered at low tide, will disappear. The 
amenities of the district will be improved, 
and a fine stretch of water will be avail- 
able for boat-racing and other recreations. 

The Corporation is undertaking another 
improvement scheme of great magnitude, 
with the double purpose of relieving un- 
employment and bringing the streets of 
the city into line with modern require- 
ments. For this project a sum of over 
£300,000 is required, and at a Home Office 
inquiry yesterday it was stated that the 
various works involved will provide em- 
ployment for six hundred men over a 
period of two years, with a wages bill of 
about £182,000. 

In meeting this expenditure the Cor- 
poration will be assisted by grants from 
the Home Office and. the Ministry of 
Labour. There was no opposition to the 
proposals, and it is expected that opera- 
tions will be begun at an early date. The 
scheme was intended to be spread over 
ten years, but in view of the industrial 
depression it was decided to speed it up 
in order to provide additional work, 


ALLEGED “ PIN-PRICK ” POLICY. 


In the Northern Senate yesterday Mr. 
T. J. Campbell, K.C., a Nationalist mem- 
ber, accused the Northern Government of 
indulging in “ pin-pricks’’ at the Free 
State, because in the Companies Bill, now 
before the House, a clause was inserted 
requiring companies incorporated outside 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain, but 
with branches in the Free State, to in- 
dicate at their place of business, and on 
all their stationery, etc., the country of 
their incorporation. 

In some instances the Northern authori- 
ties have shown prejudice against the 
Free State, notably in regard to the 
migration of workmen from the Seuth ; but 
in this particular case they cannot in fair- 
ness be accused of animus; for, as Lord 
Charlemont, Leader of the Senate, pointed 
out, the procedure in registration might 
be different in the Free State from that in 
Great Britain. The clause was, therefore, 
necessary, and it applies equally to all the 
Dominions, Australia and New Zealand— 
so much admired by the Prime Minister— 
being placed under like obligation. In 
any case, there is nothing very serious or 
inconvenient in the provision laid down, 
and no one, apart from a few dreamers, 
really believes that any ‘‘ pin-prick ”’ 
was intended, 


CLOGHER VALLEY RAILWAY. 


The Northern Government’s offer to 
purchase the shares of the Clogher Valley 
Railway at £6 for every £10 share, termi- 
nated to-day, but that really does not 
matter much, as it was rejected by the 
company’s directors on the ground that 
it was unfair to the shareholders. The 
subject was raised in the House of 
Commons this week, but no further in- 
formation was elicited, beyond the state- 
ment of the Minister of Commerce, that 
consideration would have to be given to 
what further steps might be necessary. 
The directors believe—ard are supported 
in their belief by eminent counsel—that 
as the shares were issued under a 
perpetual guarantee of five per cent. per 
annum, a sufficient sum of money should 
be set aside to meet their claims, this 
stock always having been a Gilt-edged 
security in which trust moneys were 
invested. 

On the other hand, the Government 
contends that £6 per share is more than 
the market price, and it refuses to make 
any further concession. People interested 
in the railway are wondering what is 
going to happen. The next move is with 
the Government, and probably the 
assistance of the High Courts will have 
to be invoked. Mr. Murphy, K.C., M.P., 
who has advised the directors in the 
matter, is of opinion that the Courts 
would have to make provision to meet

8.) agreed 
that the bill should be rejected. This wane 
the last opportunity which the Dail would 
have Of examining the proposals icr the 
suture government of (Greater Dublin. 
Although the bill had been improved sinve its 
intreduction, it was not, in his opinion, 
sufficiently good to warrant its passing. ;t 
was a “dirty little orphan on its introduction. 
and, although its face had been cleaned, it 
was ‘not sufficiently improved in appearance 
ta induce him te adopt it. The improvement 
had been got by giving the Couneil increased 
contral ever the Manager. 

The bill still contained anomalies which 
would necessitate a revising bill after a few 
vears’ experience of its working. It was 
very undesirable that the statute on which 
the government of the capital city of Ireiand 
was based should have to be amended at all, 
as this hill would have to be amended if the 
Dail passed it. The system of manageria! 
eantrel, although sound in theory, had been 
so applied as to make it unworkable in 
practice. He still believed that the Minister 
should give consideration to the question of 
the powers of the Manager with a view to 
defining these powers and the powers of the 
Couneil, The Minister had put the Manager 
in a position of definite superiority to the 
Council. He seemed to think that the utility 
ef democracy had expired. Demacratic 
control of municipal affairs was the best 
system, a system that, in the long run, was 
least preductive of evil. The result of the 
passage of this bill would be an immediate 
struggle between the Manager and the Coun- 
cil fer control. 

OTHER OBJECTIONS. 

Apart fram their objections to the bill an 
managerial greunds, they opposed it on other 
grounds. They would prefer that the bill 
should include the ‘‘ Greater Dublin ' area 
that was recommended by the Commission. 
The most obnoxious provision in the bill was 
the Commercial Register, which was meant 
to placate the moneyed classes, and to sacrifice 
the rights of the workers and the poorer 
Classes in the community. Five hundred 
voters would be given powers to clect a Com- 
mercial member, while it would required five 
thousand to elect an ordinary member. That 
was an insult to democracy. 

Mr. BYRNE (Government, Dublin, N.), 
said that the hill had been transmocgrified. 
and he heped that the Corporation to be set 
up under the Act would redound to the bene 
fit and credit of the city. The Opposition had 
neted all its defects. but none of its ad- 
vantages. He welcomed the bill, if only for 
one thing, and that was that it brought in 
the aristocratic areas of Rathminea and Pem 
broke, which should have been brought in 
many years ago. He regretted that the con 
trel of contracts was not to be left direct}, 
in the hands of the Council, instead of in the 
hands of the Manager. 

ONE MAN, ONE VOTE.”’ 

Mr. CORTSH (Lab., Wexford) said thi 
there was no justification whatever for giving 
any man as many as six votes, no matter 
what his rateable valuation was. One man 
one vote had been the policy advocated hy 
all Trish parties for a very long time, aad 
he did not se® any reason why there should 
be a differentiation between the business man 
and the working man. One would not have 
expected such a proposal from a Minister 
who had been connectéid with the Sinn Fein 
Party. 

Mr, AIKEN (F.F,, Louth) said that if 
Deputy Corish read the Jrish Times he would 
see the reasons why the Ministry were anti- 
democratic.and anti-national in their legisla- 
tion. Recently the Jrish Times bad said that 
the policy for which the Independent 
members stood in the Dail nad 
mainstay of the present Administration tor 
the past eight years. Deputy Corish should 
know that unless the Government did some 
thing for this class they would not come with 
tall hats to garden parties, or give the 
Government support. ‘The policy of the 
Government had been to do everything these 
people asked. This commercial register was 
a most. dangerous principle. It was putting 
class against class. 

“ON THE FLOOR OF THE HOUSE.” 

Mr. BATT O'CONNOR (Govt., Dublin 
County) caused some surprise hy speaking 
from the floor of the House. When 
members of Fianna Fail drew altention to 
the matter, the deputy asked if he were 
doing anything wrong. 

The SPEAKER said that the deputy had 
not broken any rule, but that it was the first 
time a deputy had spoken from that position. 

Mr. O'CONNOR moved to a position on 
the front bench usually oceupiad by Inde 
vendent. members and continued his speech 
te there. He said that neither the 
[riabh Times nor any other element had any 
influence in this matter. Speaking with per. 
sonal experience of a local council, le would 
be glad to see representatives of the business 
communtiy in the City Council to help in 
guiding the city’s affairs. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 
Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 


vernment and Public Health, in concluding 
the debate, said that the bill was a very 
sound structure, and that it gave the most 
satisfactory areas for both the Council of the 
city and of the Coastal Borough, with 
adequate powers of extension, if such were 


deemed necessary. See | 
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time by the type they would get in the 
Dublin Council, He felt that they were happy 
in their proposal te give representation to 
rateable property that had not yet been repre- 
sented in the City Council, They would be 
enabled to integrate the business side of the 
city, and he believed that a considerable 
amount of good would flow from that. 

The Manager they had nominated in the 
bill would be a good manager for the city.

WORK OF THE LAND

COMPLAINTS OF DELAY IN 
VESTING, 

The debate was resumed on the vote of 
£425,381 to complete the sum required for 

the Land Commission. 

Mr, DERRIG (E,F., Carlow-Kilkenny), in 
proposing that the vote be referred back for 
reconsideration, said that time after time 
Deputies of all parties had expressed them- 
selves as willing to have the money provided 
to enable the work of the Land Commission 
to proceed with expedition. Last year there 
was considerable slackening off in some of the 
work and. there was great delay in vesting. 
He propesed that the vote he referred baal 
lor the purpose of getting information as to 
what return the country got for the huge 
amount voted eyery year for the Land Com 
mission, 

They were told that the Land Commission 
was barely able to avoid further accumulation 
of arrears of werk. Of the total estimate of 
£750,000 a sum of $230,000 was for salaries, 
wages and allowances, which would not go 
to show that the Department was under- 
staffed. At the present trate of progress it 
would take a generatiqgh to complete the 
work of vesting untenanted land 

Mr. LAW (Govt., Donegal) said that they 
were all in perfect agreement as to the ad- 
visability of dividing up the wneceupied land 
and giving it to the people whe want it. In 
many eases the delay was unavoidable, but 
the Department could net deal with the 
transfer of land in the summary manner that 
Deputies would like to see it done. 

RECLAMATION OF WASTE LANDS. 

He wanted to knew what had been the 
result of experiments in reclamation af waste 
lands which had heen carried aut in the 
County Donegal. If the experiment was a 
success, as he had been led to believe it was, 
he would like the Parliamentary Secretary 
to tell the House what further development 
the Department had in mind in regard te 
that land. The distribution ef the land, so 
far as it had gone, was fair and reasonable ; 
Kut there were, to his knowledge, a number 
of people—labourers and landless men-- 
whose claims were quite as strong as were 
the claims of the men whe had got land, and 
he wanted an assurance frem the Parlia- 
roentary Secretary that the claims of these 
men would net be estopped by anything that 
might he done. 

Mr. CLEARY (F.F., Mayo, N.) said that 
‘experience had shown that it teak the Land 
Commission a long time after they had 
acquired estates to vest them In the tenants. 
Were they ta take it that the work of the 
land Commission was being hampered 
lecause there were permanent, pensienable 
officials in that Department whe must have 
“ork for the rest of their lives? He objected 
to the slovenliness of the Land Commission. 
There would be less to complain of if they

Mr. NALLY (Govt., Mayo, 8.) asked for 
an explanation as to the delay in vesting 
estates acquired in some cases over twenty 
vears ago. Tenants in some cases had been 
paying rent for fifteen or twenty years, and 
when their holdings were veated in them they 
got no allowance in respect of those years. 


MR. CORRY’'S ALLEGATIONS, 

Mr. CORRY (Fianna Fail, Cork, East) 
alleged that in particular case the Land 
Commission paid £66,000 over and above the 
value put upon certain lands by their own 
inspector. He also alleged that in the County 
Tipperary the Land Commission handed over 
351 aeres of land to a district justice. 
(Langhter.) 

""” SHEFHY (Government, Cork, West), 
supporting the vete, said that it was in the 
eighties the great battle was fought which 
won the vesting of the land of Ireland in the 
occupiers. 

‘‘T am sorry.” he declared, “that Deputy 
Corry was not alive in my time. (Laughter.) 
We fought to keep the people in their homes. 
We fought the landlord brigade, and I ataod 
by the leaders until the last landlord handed 
in his gun. and what more could any Irish- 
man do? (Laughter.) Now, when the land- 
lord is as scarea as a white blackbird it 1s 
our duty to line up behind the Land Com-

” NOT AN ECONOMIC QUESTION. . 

Mr. MAGUIRE § (fPianna Fail, Leitrim: 
Sligo) asked the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Lands and Fisheries to state 
what efforts the department had made to deal 
with the congested districts in the County 
Leitrim. The problem could be solved only 
by taking a broad national view of the case 
and not from the economic standpoint. Now 
was the time for the Land Commission to 
inke over farms from tenarts who found 
themselv+s unable to pay the annuities, If 
people through no fault of their own were 
unable to nav the land annuities, 16 was not 
just or equitable for the Land Commission to 
sell out these people without giving them 
reasonable compensaticn in respect of the 
appuities thev had paid. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 8.) said that 
he expected a-statement from the Parhamen- 
tary Secretary as to how soon grants would 
he made available for building houses in the 
Gaeltacht. He knew that hundreds of appli- 
cations had heen, made for that purpose, and 
he wanted to know how soon those claims 


would be examined. 


THE HEADFORT ESTATE. 

There was great dissatisfaction in the dis: 
trict at the manner in which the allotment of 
land had been carried out on the Headfort 
demesne, and it was felt that the Land Com- 
mission had been guilty of a grave dereliction 
of duty in the matter, Large shopkeepers in 
the towns, some of whom already had large 
farms, had got considerable portions, while 


poorer people had only received small areas. 
It was eminently a case for full public in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. COLE (Ind., Cavan) suggested that 
the Land Commission should approach the 
Board of Works to see if something could 
he done to relieve the people whose lands 
were flooded for the greatr part of the year. 

Mr. FOGARTY (F.¥F., Tipperary) spoke 
of a number of estates in Tipperary which, 
he said, should he taken over by the Land 
Commission and distributed at reasonable 
rents among the landless people. The far- 
mers were receiving prices for their produce 
which did not nearly pay for the labour 
expended, 

“THE ORDER OF PRIORITY.” 

Mr, ALLEN (F.F., Wexford) “á that

still te be vested. One big estate was wait- 


ing for years to be taken in order of priority 
dccording to the Parliamentary Secretary, 
‘ This order of ppiorlty,” he said, must he 
a terrible ordeal, as it is understood in the 
Land Commission, (Laughter.) 

Mr. RODDY, Parliamentary Seeretavy to 
the Minister for Lands and Fisheries, repiv- 
ing to the debate, said that it should be 
remembered that the owner ef an Bstate had 
rights as well as the tenants, and that, 
generally speaking, processes that had to be 
gone through before the Land Commission 
got possession of the land were rather lengthy 
and involved, but, taking everything into 
consideration, the Land Commission was ac- 
quiring Jend at present as fast as it was 
possible under normal conditions. It could 
not be dene any faster without making an 
increase in the staff, 

He was glad to hear Mr, Derrig say that 
he attributed the slow process of vesting ard 
acquisition this year te the inadaqusey of the 
staff. It might be necessary for the Land 
Commission to increase its staff for the pur- 
pose of inereasing the rate of progress of the 
work of vesting the lands, It took a long 
time properly to train a staff for this work. 

At Am a the policy ef the Land Cera- 
mission was to divide the land within as 
short a time as possible after it had been 
taken. It was very difficult te settle the 
finances of some ef these estates, particularly 
those which were taken under the Landed 
Estates Act; and in some instances it was 
almost impossible to get particulars from the 
solicitors to the estates or from the trustecs, 

HOUSING IN THE GAELTASGHT. 

Nine thousand applications had so far been 
received for grants under the Gaeltacht 
Housing Act. Four inspectors had been ap- 
pointed to sort out these applications, and 
see which were the most deserving, and to 
carry out the working of the Act. The 
grants would be in some instances available 
at once, and more of them would be avail- 
able during the course of the next few weeks. 

When payments in lieu of rent were being 
made there was alwaysa deduction for income 
tax from the gross sum paid to vendors or 
their agents, That invelyed no charge what- 
ever on the purchasing tengnis. 

Reclamation work was being carried out in 
Connemara and ether parts ef the ceuntry in 
the nature of an experiment, to ascertajn on 
what lines it was possible te carry out re- 
clamation schemes at a minimum of eost and 
a maximum of advantage to the State. 

Migration at the moment was held up 
because they had no land. During the last 
twelve months, howeyer, they had migrated 
twenty large farmers from Mayo, and all 
those migrants were very pleased. 

In the matter of vesting, although the 
figures did net show any substantial increase 
on last year, a great deal of preliminary werk 
had been done, and there wonld be a sub- 
stantial increase next year. 

On a division the amendment to refer the 
vote back was defeated by 66 votes to 53, 
and the estimate was earried.

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On a vate of £920,032 to complete the sum 
necessary to defray the expenses of the 
Army for the year ending 3ist Mareh, 1921, 

Mr. DD. FBITZGERALD, Minister for 
Defence, said that the estimate was much the 
Same as last year, owing to the fact that last 
year they had reached what was, regarded is 
the normal figure for the Army. There were 
variations in differant gsub-heads. The biggest 
change was in relation te the Reserve. Last 
year they had introduced a new branch by 
way of Volunteer Reserve, A and B. That 
Reserve continued te grow, and that ex- 

lained the increased expenditure wader that 
lead, 

As the Army Callege would be opened 
shortly, they had found it necessary to put 
down a larger sum for military education, as 
it might he necessary from time te time te 
send officers abroad to complete their military 
training. 

The equitation side of the Army had been 
enlarged, so that they naw proposed to have 
their team compete in various countries in 
various Horse Shows, They had been very 
successful in the shows they had competed in 
last year. 

During the month of July and other manths 
hetween sever hundred and eight hundred 
Volunteers would be undergoing training in 
camps in various parts of the country. 

Mr. ATKEN (F.F., Louth) said that his 
party had already said what they thought of 
the Government spending such a huge sum 
on the Army, They did not believe that the 
country got value for the money spent on the 
Army, 

Mr. ESMONDE (Govt., Wicklow) asked 
whether it was the intention of the Minister 
to permit officers of the Training Corps to 
specialise in any particular branch of Army 
work. 

Mr. FITZGERALD replied that cadets 
would be allowed to speeialise in certain 
branches of Army ‘training within certain 
limits. 

On a division the vate was passed by 68 
votes to 49, 

ARMY PENSIONS, 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, 
meved a vote for £136,216 te complete the 
sum necessary for the payment ef Army 
pensions for the year to áist March, 1931. 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that they 
objected to this vote also. They objected 
to the payment of pensions for services 
which the people of the country did not 
know were rendered,

HEALTH ‘INSURANCE. 
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Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Loeal Go- 
vernment and Public Health, moved a vote 
of £210,505 for the purposes of National 
Health Insurance, 

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F. Dublin N.) sug- 
gested that the cost of the Insurance De- 
partment might be considerably reduced, 
and he thought that two of the three Com- 
missioners might be dispensed with, and that 
they might find suitable employment in 
another department. ! 

Major WOLFE. (Govt,, Kildare) said that 
there were a large number of people all over 
the country who had been national insurance 
contributors, but who never received any- 
thing out of the fund to which a had 
contributed. It seemed to him that it 
would be reasonable to give a bonus out of 
the funds to such contributors as had reached 
the age of seventy years 

Mr, MULCAHY said that that could not 
be done without legislation, and if it were 
done it would affect the finances of the 
whole scheme. ' 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dublin 
University) said that he was lad to find 
that the Minister had been able to reduce 
the administration expenses. He would lke 
to know if there was any improvement, as 
far as approved societies were concerned, in 
additional benefits and hospital treatment. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 8.) 
said that dispensary doctors were adversely 
affected by the insurance regulations, and by 
the reduction that was made last year in the 
fees for medical certification. 

The estimate was agreed to.

SIR J. CRAIG'S PLAIN SPEAKING. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Indpt., Lublin Uni- 
versity) said that sometimes he felt it a little 
unfair that eertain hospitals should be getting 
grants and others not, He himself was a 
student of the Coombe and had no connection 
with the Rotunda, but he wished it to be 
understod that he was speaking with absolute 
impartiality in saying that he thought they 
ought to make further inquiries into the 
matter mentioned by Deputy Little. 

The statement made had eeme te him as 
an absolute surprise. He certainly had never 
heard of it, and if there was in the charter 
of the Rotunda Hospital provision prohibit- 
ing a man from the Mastership because of his 
religion it was time that the charter was 
changed, if that hospital was to continue to 
receive Government grants. He had thought 
the position open te everybody, 

He himself had consistently preached the 
doctrine of the best man for the position. 
(Hear, hear.) He believed it right that the 
best man should get the job, without entering 
inta the respective merits of graduates of 
Dublin University against the National Uni- 
versity, So far as his experience went, there 
were as many good men produced by one 
university as the other. 

So far as he was concerned he wanted to 
see fair play all round, but he thought that 
it would he unfair at the present moment 
to withhold the grant from the Rotunda 
Hospital without giving them an opportunity 
ef stating the position. He had been assured 
that there was no such provision in the 
charter of the hospital as that referred to 
by the deputy. 

Mr. LITTLE said that he had got hig in- 
formation from people who seemed to be very 
satisfied that their information was correct. 
He did net want to do anything that would 
be injurious to any public service, and he 
would much prefer that the Minister would 
make full inquiries inte the matter. 

THE WRONG METHOD. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Loeal Govern. 
ment, said that he was unwilling to interfere 
with the income of these hospitals. Thev 
were doing a very considerable amount of 
public service, and the Department was 
satisfied that there was a deficit facing them 
for the coming year. 

He had heard the charge made by Deputy 


Little for the first time, as also he heard for 


the first time the charge of favouring one 
set ef “ medicvals’’ against another, and he 
did not think he ought to take any cognisance

He suggested that if there was anything 
wrong in the charter of any of the hospitals,

The vote was carried by 67 votes to 44.

WEIGHERS AND SLICERS, 


CHARGE AGAINST A TRAVELLER.

‘The case & which ohn “Mis ill traveller 
for the British Weighers and Slicers, Ltd., 
was charged with fraudulent conyersion of 
certain sums of money belonging to his 
employers was resumed, Mr. P. J, Troddyn

for British Weighérs and Slicers, Ltd., and 
Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, for the defence.

The campaign for the Longford-West- 
meath by-election has begun. Candidates 
have been chosen, and the leaders 
of the two big parties in the Free 
State are straining every nerve to secure 
the popular verdict. Times have changed 
in the Free State. A few years ago a 
by-election would have revived all the old 
squabbles about the Treaty. There would 
have been charges of treachery and 
counter-treachery, but to-day the people 
of the Free State are weary of that sort of 
thing. They regard the Treaty question 
as chose jugée, and the Fianna Fadil 
Party has shifted its ground. It is fight- 
ing the Longford-Westmeath election on 
the question of the Land Annuities. Its 
weekly speakers are trying to convince the 
people that the Free State Government is 
making a present to Great Britain of some 
£5,000,000 a year. This argument is not 
only absurd, but dangerous ; for there is a 
minority of farmers who are only too glad 
to find any excuse for the evasion of 
their debts, and it is to their cupidity 
that the Fianna Fdil Party is making its 
appeal. Some time ago Mr. de Valera 
was supported by counsel’s opinion in his 
contention that the land annuities could 
be retained legally by the Free State 
Government. One of the lawyers who 
gave this opinion is now his candidate in 
Longford-Westmeath. 

Fianna Fail’s arguments are as in- 
genious as they are essentially unsound.

800 VOLUNTEERS. 


The cOmmuniqué continues :—‘‘ When 
yesterday eight hundred volunteers 
attacked the office at Zilla, which is one 
section of the salt works, the police at 
first numbered fifteen, and later only 
thirty. The attackers did not hesitate to 
jostle the police with their shoulders and 
elbows. Only one attacker momentarily 
got through, but he was quickly caught 
and pushed back again. The conduct of 
the attackers was by no means so non- 
violent as has been suggested. One 
volunteer produced a knife, and shouted 
that it was meant for a white officer. 
When the police rushed to the spot he 
was disarmed by his comrades, and the 
knife was sent to the rear. | 

‘One Sepoy was actually lassoed by 
the volunteers, who had ropes with which 
to pull down the barbed wire, but he 
managed to escape before any damage was 
done. One police officer received blows 
on the knee and elsewhere, whereas a 
number of the wounds sustained by the 
volunteers were lacerations caused by their 
attempts to pull down the barbed wire. 
The raid was stage-managed for publicity 
purposes.’’ 

The communiqué concludes :—‘‘ The 
whole course of action shows clearly that 
the object of the raid was not to take 
salt, but to court a spectacular struggle 
with the police, and if the volunteers, 
with their immense superiority in num- 
bers, had attacked at all points simul- 
taneously, they must have succeeded some- 
where. It is obvious that the raid was 
skilfully stage-managed, with a view to 
securing the maximum advertisement and 
publicity, the motto of the organisers 
clearly being that unseen heroism has no 
Press value.’’

Details are now available of how Flying 
Officer Stroud and Aircraftsman Wiltshire 
were killed in the Khyber Pass on 
Saturday. Flying Officer Stroud had been 
bombing hostile tribesmen and came down 
to 600 feet so that Aircraftsman Wiltshire, 
his observer, might use the machine gun. 
While flying .at this height Flying Officer 
Stroud was hit by a bullet from the 
ground, which lodged in his neck. He 
signalled to Wiltshire to take control and 
then died. 

Wiltshire, who had had no experience 
of flying, fitted a spare lever into the 
control column in the back seat, turned 
the machine, and made for the emergency 
landing-ground 45 miles away. He suc- 
ceeded in reaching his objective, hut from 
lack of experience landed too fast and 
crashed. He died in hospital the same 
night.

The Fianna Fail Party voted against 
the Hospitals’ and Infirmaries’ grant in 
the Dail yesterday, alleging that religious 
discrimination was shown in the choice 
of the staff in the Rotunda Hospital. 
Within recent years, according to Deputy 
Little, a man had been asked to change 
his religion before making application 
for the position of Master of the Rotunda. 
There was a Charter which would not 
permit a Roman Catholic to become 
Master. It was monstrous that they 
should pay money to an institution which 
made such a condition. 

Deputy O’Kelly thought that graduates 
of University College, Dublin, did not 
get their fair share of medical appoint- 
ments in the hospitals. ‘‘ Unless they are 
graduates of Trinity College they do not 
get a fair show,” he proclaimed. He did 
not think, however, that such discrimina- 
tion was on the grounds of religion ”’ ; for, 
said he, ‘there are a good many 
Catholics in Trinity College."’ 


Sir James Craig said that, if there was 
a Charter which insisted on any particular 
religion, it was time it was changed. He 
had always preached ‘‘ the best man for 
the job.” Sir James was very doubtful 
whether any such clause as that mentioned 
by Deputy Little actually existed. It was 
the first time he had heard of it. 

“Would you not back your vuwn, Sir 
James?’’ interrupted Deputy 
a propos of the appointment of graduates 
of the different universities. 

“ Everything else being equal, 1 suppose 
I would,”’ replied the member for Dublin 
University. 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that he had heard of this Charter and the 
alleged discrimination in appointments for 
the first time that evening. He considered 
that a much better method might be 
adopted than to discuss these matters in 
the Dail 

On a division the vote was passed by 67 
votes to 44.

The Press Association’s Lobby Corre- 
spondent writes:—The most important de- 
velopment in the political situation 
yesterday was the news that the efforts to 
secure an understanding between the 
Government and the Liberals on electoral 
reform had failed on account of the 
Government’s refusal to concede propor- 
tional representation in return for con- 
tinued Liberal support.

After a visit to the Ford Works, the 
guests were Officially welcomed at 10.30 a.m. 
in the boardroom or the Cork Harbour Com. 
missioners by Mr. Richard Wafiace, Chair- 
man of the local body, and by Alderman Sean 
French, Lord Mayor of Cork. 

The party then proceeded on board the 
pleasure steamer Failte for a cruise around 
the harbour. Lunch was served on board 
during the cruise. 


HARBOUR CRUISE. 

The excellent weather gave the visitors 
an exceptional opportunity of viewing the 
beauties of the River Lee. Bathed in sun- 
shine, the wooded slopes from Cork to 
Queenstown, and along to Owenacuria 
River to East Ferry, looked at their best, it 
is no exaggeration to state. 

‘“ I have never seen anything more beauti- 
ful in my life,” said Mr. Oswald Jameson, 
one of the members of the Belfast Board. 
“The scenery along the River Lee is com- 
parable only to the world-famous beauty spots 
along the Mediterranean.”’ 

M:. Herdman, Chairman of the Belfast 
Board, was equally enthusiastic regarding the 
beauties of the trip. ‘‘ With such an ex- 
ceptionally fine harbour,’’ he said, “' there is 
absolutely no reason why the number of 
tourists to Ireland should not be increased 
considerably.”

A BELFAST TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Herdman, who was enthusiastically 
received, responded. He said that he and 
his colleagues had looked forward Yor some 
time to this visit, and he could assure them 
that it had far exceeded their expectations. 
He had read the report of the Harbour Com- 
missioners and he was very glad to see the 
importance of the export trade from the Port 
of Cork. He was glad to see the big export 
of butter and also of pigs and agricultural 
produce. 

In the last year or two they had a wonder- 
ful addition to their industries in the Ford 
Company. (Applause.) He had seen what 
it was doing, and he realised what it meant 
for ‘Cork. He understood that the wages 
bill ran into something like £30,000 a week. 
That money was distributed in Cork, and 
everyone got the benefit of it, That there 
was a great future in that industry he had 
no doubt.

Referring to the visit to Cork Harbour, 
Mr. Herdman said that he had travelled in 
various places, and he could sincerely say 
that he had never seen anything as beautiful 
as the scenery which they had seen in the 
trip down the Lee On behalf of his col- 
leagues and himself he thanked them for 
the entertainment of that day and evening.

INDIAN BORDER 
VIGIL. 


REBEL CHIEFS GO TO 
GROUND.

The Times publishes a long message 
from its Special Correspondent, who has 
been surveying Peshawar and the North- 
West Frontier, who sums up his impres- 
sions of the dangerous influences that have 
been at work on the borders of India. 

Fazli Wahid, the Haji of Turangzai, 
says the Correspondent, has gone to 
ground in the caves near Ghalanai, some 
thirty miles north of Peshawar. Badshah 
Gul, his son, has followed the old fox’s 
example and taken cover near Shahid- 
mena, almost on the border. No doubt, 
both. will remain possible dangers until 
they are bolted, but for the rest the news 
to-day is distinctly encouraging. 

A large Firga (Council) held by 
Afridis near Maidan, in Tirah, flatly re- 
fused to co-operate against the British. 
Several of their leaders stated that news 
received from Kabul indicated that Nadir 
Shah had no intention of helping the re- 
bellious elements among the tribes. The 
flame that rose in Waziristan, with the 
attack on Datta Khel, has died .as 
suddenly as it began. The Kohat Pass is 
quiet. The Mohmands have sent a 
message to the Haji, stating that they are 
far too busy with their crops to talk about 
lashkars (armed detachments). Farther 
along the line that stout ruler, the Wali 
of Swat, has not only scotched the trouble 
in his borders, but has offered horsemen 
to co-operate with the British troops, if 
required. i 

owever, these are anxious times on the 
frontier, and the authorities are not re- 
laxing their efforts to keep the situation 
in hand. 

All day long the Royal Air Force is 
keeping up the vigil, its scouts flying low 
in an endeavour to pierce the haze of heat 
hanging over the barren rocks, its 
squadrons standing by ready to take swift 
action. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S 
MISTAKE. 


MR. CHURCHILL SCORES 
A POINT. 


Mr. Churchill, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, called the Speaker’s attention to 
an incident that occurred in the small hours 
of Tuesday morning, when Mr, Snowden, in 
his speech on the second reading of the 
Finance Bill, read quotations from the 
Daily Express describing scenes at gambling 
tables in Continental resorts. He asked how 
far Mr. Snowden was justified in referring 
to private persons outside the House, and 
in coupling the name of a lady with that of 
a member of the House. He could not, he 
said, consider that the matter could be out- 
side the rules of order, because it ws quite 
possible that, if allusions and references of 
that kind became common, they would lead, 
on occasion, to extremely disorderly episodes. 
in the proceedings of the House. He reminded 
the Speaker of the unwritten practice of the 
House, that conversations in the lobbies or 
in the smoking-rooms should not be referred 
to m debates, and he asked whether a similar 
convention should not be adopted to protect 
private individuals from insinuations of the 
kind thar had been made. 

THE SPEAKER'S VIEW. 

The Speaker said that he thought it wonid 
have been better, if any exception had been 
taken to what the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said, for it to have been raised ai 
that time. Within the rules of order. 
members were entitled to freedom 
of speech, and to _ express their 
views as they thought fit. Beyond 
that he must leave it entirely to members 
themselves to appreciate their responsibilities 
in this matter. 

As regards the actual quotation to which 
exception is taken, he added, I have ro 
ruling to give, because there is certainly ro 
actual point of order arising. If I do say 
anything on the question it must be takan 
as my own opinion as to what ought not to 
be done in this House. I think it would he 
better if no reference was made to incidents 
in the private lives of members of this Hoase. 
I do not think that any of us is so periect 
that we are able to make accusations 
against others. (Cheers and laughter.) As 
regards the other question that arises it does 
appear to me that reference by name .o Im 
cidents in the private lives of persons outs: a 
this House is not desirable. (Cheers ) 

THE CHANCELLOR EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Snowden, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
said that he entirely agreed with the state 
ment of the Speaker. As a general rule 1 
was very undesirable that reftreaces should 
be made in the House to people outside it, 
but everyone knew that every general rule 
had many particular exceptions. He wished 
to remind the House of the circumstances 
which gave rise to his remarks. He was 
dealing with statements made by Sir Robert 
Horne, about the export of captial, and -the 
lack of savings, said to result from the pro- 
visions of the Finance Bill. 

In very general terms, without 
personal reference to anybody, he went on, 
[ pointed out one form of export of capital, 
and quoted the observations from a news- 
paper about the spectacle which Victor'a 
Station afforded of the plight of travellers 
returning penniless from the Continent. 
Then the Tory Chief Whip threw an observa- 
tion across the floor, which was heard by 
the whole House, mentioning the name of 
a colleague of mine. (Cheers, and an hon. 
member, “ No longer a colleague.”’) Then | 
said, ‘“‘If he was there he was not alone,” 
and it wiil be in the recollection of the House 
that that observation was followed by loud 
and prolonged cheers from the Opposition, 
evidently conveying some insinuation or 
innuendo. It was only after that incident 
that I read the extract referred to. 

An Hon. Member—You might apologise 
to the lady. 

Mr. Snowden—I m7, perhaps, be per- 
mitted to say that when my attention was 
called to newspaper references to this 
incident this morning, I found that a con- 
struction had been sent upon what I read 
which was far from my mind. I wrote at 
once to Sir Robert Horne. 

LETTER TO SIR R. HORNE. 

I will read my letter :— 

“TI was astonished to see the enclosed 
items in the Daily Mail and the Daily News 
this morning. It would have been grossly 
improper for me to have made, even by 
the vaguest implication, any insinuation of 
the kind which seems to be suggested. I 
hope it is unneccessary for me to say that 
nothing was further from my mind. If it 
had for a moment occurred to me that such 
a suggestion could be made I would not 
have thought of reading the extract from 
the Daily Express. In any case, I wonld 
not have done it had it not been for 
Eyres-Monsell’s interjection.’’ 

DEEPLY SORRY.

LAST HEARD OF OVER 
BIMA.

Some uneasiness was felt last night for 
Miss Amy Johnson, the young Hull 
woman, who is flying to Australia. 
Yesterday was the seventeenth day of 
her ay Miss Johnson left Sourabaya, 
Java, for Atamboea, on the north-west 
coast of Timor, at 6.5 a.m. local time. 
She was seen over Bima, which is 370 
miles from Sourabaya at 11 a.m. 

Since then, according to a report from 
Reuters Agency, nothing has been heard 
of her. 

The wireless station of Kopang, on the 
island of Timor, four hundred miles from 
Bima,. which is in telephone communi- 
cation with Atamboea, was specially kept 
open until 11 p.m., but it was reported 
at the closing of the station that there 
was no news of Miss Johnson. 

When she passed over Bima she had 
flown three hundred and seventy miles 
of the seven hundred and fifty miles 
which she had set herself for the day in 
five and a half hours. The distance from 
Sourabaya to Port Darwin is thirteen 
hundred miles. 

Most the remainder of her journey is 
over the sea, and she would fly. over a 
chain of sparsley inhabited islands. The 
course she had planned would skirt the 
southern coast of the island of Timor. 
Mr. Bert Hinkler, who holds the 
“record ” for a flight to Australia, 
reached Bima on his fifteenth day. 
[Norx—Miss Johnson, before she left 
Sourabaya yesterday, declared that if 
the engine was not running smoothly she 
would land at Bima on the island of Sum 
Bana. When she left Sourabaya there 
was a wonderful rainbow in the sky and 
Miss Johnson, who seemed in excellent 
spirits after a good night’s ret, declared 
that this was a good omen. | 

MISS JOHNSON’S FATHER. 


Miss Johnson’s father, interviewed at 


Hull last night, said: “I am anxiously 


awaiting news of my daughter. If she has 
landed on a small island, there must be 
some delay before she can make known her 
whereabouts. I think her machine must 
have been running satisfactorily to-day ; 
otherwise she would have called at Bima. 
I have by no means given up hope.” 

On a number of occasions long-distance 
flyers have been reported missing for days 
and have been subsequently found. 

Mr. H. G. Hawker, in 1919, was forced 
down in the Atlantic, and was picked up 
by a Danish steamer. He ascended from 
Newfoundland and vanished. For a week 
nothing was heard of him. Then came 
the news that a small Danish boat had 
rescued him. 

Commander Rogers, U.S.A., was forced 
down in the Pacific near Hawaii in 1925, 
and spent nine days among the sharks. 
Captain Estevez, a Spanish airman, in 
1926 was found by Iraq R.A.F. machines 
after a week in the desert. 

Miss Ruth Elder, the American air- 
woman, was forced down in the Atlantic, 
and picked up by a Dutch ship in 1927. 
Captain Kingsford Smith, in 1929, was 
forced down in Western Australian waste, 
and was found by aeroplane after a fort- 
night.

A SWORN INOUIRY. 


MANY. IRREGULARITIES 
- ALLEGED.

_ Remarkable evidence, alleging irregularities 
in the períormance of the duties of the 
Dalkey Urban District, Council, was _pro- 
duced at a sworn inquiry held in the Town 
Hall, Dalkey, yesterday, by order of the 
Minister for Local Government, The inquiry 
arose out of an application made by the 
Council for sanction of an overdraft. 

Mr. A. P. Delaney, Inspector to the De- 
partment, held the inquiry, which will be 
continued to-day, . 

Mr. G, P. Yowe (instructed by Mr, J. J. 
McDonald, solicitor) appeared for the Dalkey 
Urban Couneil, and Mr. Martin Maguire. 
K.C. (instrpeted by Messrs, Fullerton and 
Doyle, solicitors), for Mr. J. G. Triston, 
Town Clerk. 

Mr. Delaney, in opening the proceedings, 
said that the genesis of the inquiry was an 
application réceived by the Minister for an 
overdraft on the 24th March last. The 
ordinary careful departmental consideration 
had been given to that application, as péople 
interested in local administration knew that 
local authorities.in recent times owing to 
exceptional causes had had recourse to over 
drafts. In some cases such applications were 
essential, especially in the cases of certain 
aoa? councils which had large amounts of 
ra#s outstanding, due to lack of organisation 
in collection in consequence of disturbed 
conditions. rhe Department's policy was 
to eliminate overdrafts as soon ag possible, 
because the furdamental of satisfactory ad 
ministration was the principle that “you pay 
as you go.” and that the revenue liabilities of 
a particular year were discharged by the 
yatepayers of that particular year and that 
deficits should rot be allowed to accumulate 
to the disadvantage of the ratepayers of sub- 
sequent vears. 

The Minister, Mr. Delaney explained, was 
empowered to sanction an overdraft only 
under the Local Authorities Financial Pro- 
visions Act, 1921. for the purpose of enabling 
a local authority to meet current expenses, 
and it could not be liquidated by the rates 
for the year when collected. There had heen 
many previous letters from the Dalkey Urban 
District Council as to overdrafts, and the 
Minister found that he could take no othe) 
step than to refuse the overdraft sought on 
this occasion. 

When he intimated his decision, telephone 
messages reached the Department from the 
Couneil stating that, unless the overdraft 
was sanctioned, most serious consequences 
would = arise. Workmen, it was stated, 
would be left without their wages, so that 
essential services would be imperilled. The 
Minister felt it his duty to order the in- 
quiry in the interests of the ratepayers, and 
panicky telephone messages, drawing atten- 
tion to the ‘dire consequences’’ which 
would ensue for want of ready money, far 
from causing him to alter his mind, only 
confirmed him in his opinion as to the wis 
dom of his original decision. 

A day or so later the urgency of the 
very strained financial position disappeared 
in some mysterious manner, and the De- 
partment then were requested to postpane 
the inquiry until June. It would be in- 
teresting to learn how a month's postpone- 
ment of the inquiry, in view of the facet 
that an overdraft had been refused, could 
help the Council, 

Ne was authorised to say that it was the 
Minister's desire to facilitate the Urban 
District Council of Dalkey in every way 
towards efficiciently and economically carry- 
ing out all their public functions. 

PREVIOUS OVERDRAFTS, 

Mr. Joseph G. Treston, Town Clerk, was 
called, note was taken by the Inspector 
through the minutes and correspondence of 
the Council dating back to the 4th Feb- 
ruary, 1925. On that date application was 
made for sanction to an overdraft of £4,000 
on the general account, on the ground that, 
without it the rates would have to be in- | 
creased by about ós. 6d. in the £, The 
Local Government Department replied that, 
as the Council gave an undertaking to make 
udequate provision for the deficit on the 
general account, sanction was given for tne 
overdraft to the 2]st October, 1925 

The Inspector directed attention to a 
letter of the 17th April, 1925, of . the 
Secretary of the County Council complaining 
that he could not get payment of £1,118 
lis. 5d. On the 25th May, 1925, a letter 
was received by the Ministry from the Town 
Clerk stating that, in compliance with the 
guarantees of the Council, a 10s, urban rate 
was made, which provided for the liquidation 
of the overdraft in the general account and 
for the general services... He asked for a 
continuance of the ovedraft. On the 29th 
May, 1925, sanction was granted for an over- 
draft of £2,000. 

The witness said that sanction was granted 
to the 30th June. 

In further reply to the Inspector, the wit- 
mess agreed that on the JO0th September, 
1925, application was made for sanction of 
the ovedraft to the 3lst December, and was 
granted... On the 12th February, 1926, a 
further application was made, and sanction 
was granted to the ólst March. 

PAYING ORDER MARKED “R.D.” 

The Inspector stated that on the 12th No- 
vember, 1926, a letter was received by the 
Ministry from the Dublin County Council 
Secretary calling attention to the fact that 
instalments were due by the Dalkey Council, 
and that, though application had been made, 
no reply was received to the communication. 
On the 7th April, 1926, a letter was re- 
ceived from the Town Clerk applying for 
sanction to the overdraft and stating that his 
estimate of 8s. 6d. had been reduced by 1s. 
in the £, and that £650 was set apart for 
liquidation of the overdraft. 

The witness said that sanction was granted 
for an overdraft of £2,000 on the 9th of 
April. 

"The Inspector—That was given on the ex- 
pressed undertaking of the Council of the fact 
’ that such economies would be effected during 
the year as would put the finances of the 
Council in a satisfactory condition at the end 
of the year. 

The Inspector called attention to a further 
communication from the Secretary of the 
County Council to the Ministry, which com. 
plained that a paying order of the Dalkey 
Council, when presented, was marked 
‘“R.D.,.”’ and that this practice led to trouble. 

The witness agreed that sanctions for over 
drafts varying from £1,800 to £1,500 con- 
tinued until the end of September, 1929. 

In further answer to the Inspector, the 
witness said that the Secretary to the Local 
Government Department on the ólst March 
last wrote stating that he was not prepared 
to sanction the continuance of the overdraft 
accommodation, Neither did the Minister 
agree to the proposal of the Council to have 
it wiped out by means of less expenditure 
for certair services, horrowing of a loan of 
£700, and leaving the apecial housing rate 
unexpended in the Council's banking account. 

The Inspector said that the Minister had 
no doubt that the general financial position 
of the Council was sound. 

Asked by the Inspector whether he had 
seen the report of the auditor, the witness 
said that he had received it only that morn- 


ing. 
Áir. John Maguire, Chairman of the Coun- 
cil, said that the Council had not yet seen 


the report. 

: IRREGULARITIES, 

The Inspector said that the report was 
dated 19th May, 1930. The auditor (Mr. 
Healy) stated :— I beg to report that on 
Wednesday, 2nd Apr , 1030, I formally 
opened the audit. of the accounts of the 

alkey U.D. Council for the periods. from 
1/4/1 to 31/3/1980. On the 22nd 
idem, I was obliged to adjourn the audit for 
the following reasons, viz. »— 

“ (1) The balances shown on the 
revenue accounts (general and poor rate) 
were in disagreement, both separately 
and in the aggregate, with the bank 
balances, with which they should corre- 


spond ; 
(2) The wages-book covering the | 


entire period of the audit, wherein the 
workmen gave their signatures in 
acknowledgement of wages received, was 
reported to be missing.” 

‘ That is a very unusuai and extraordinary 
think,” said the Inspector. : 

The witness-—The s-book was reported 
missing, but in the circumstances my dis- 
bursement and ledger accounts deal with the 
payments... Proper search was made for it, 
but, so far, the book has not come to hand. 

_ The Ingpector—Whoever is responsible, it 
is not regular? 

The Witness—It does not look nice. 

The report, which the Inspector went on 
to read, continued: 

“ (5) The balance shown by, the bank 
pass-book in respect of an account kept 
with the treasurer in the name of the 
Town Clerk for the purpose of wages and 
petty payments, was not the balance 
shown as at the termination of the 
previous audit, although this account 
should have been systematically recouped 
at each monthly meeting in respect of 
the payments made during the previo's 
month, thus maintaining a constant 
balance.”’ 

The Witness—The proper explanation was 
prepared for the auditor. It is a ‘matter 
of special accounts paid, and such small 
things as ledger fees would affect. the ledger 
accounts for a period of four or five years. 
It is a matter of £6 and some odd shillings. 

MISSING WAGES-BOOK. 

The Inspector continued to read the report 
of the auditor; which went on: 

‘On the 18th May, 1 resumed the audit 
and found in respect of my initial difficulties: 

‘'¢1) That the balance on Ceneral 
Fund, which had been given us 
£4,193 5s. 84. againat the fund. had now 
been altered to £5,311 9s. 6d. against the 
fund, and that the balance on poor rate, 
which had been given as £652 ós. 11d. 
against the fund, had now heen altered 
to £1,010 16s. 1d. in favour of the fund. 

“ (9) That the missing wages book had 
not been recovered. 

‘There is. however, a wages summary 
hook, which appears to have been written up 
monthly for the original wages book, and | 
which sets out the weekly totals payable, 
without giving details of amounts payable to 
individual workmen, or of the hours worked 
iv them. 1 am informed by the Town Clerk 
that this sammary was submitted monthly to 
‘he members of the Finance Committee, and 
I have been shown initials thereon, which 
ave, | am informed, the initials of the presid- 
ing Chawman of the Finance Committee. 
7 ¢ ‘ (3) That a partial analysis of the 

account, kept in the Town Clerk’s name, 
of wages and petty payments revealed the 
fact that during the four years ended 
3lst March, 1930 (the analysis was carried 
beyond the date of my audit, at my 
request), drawings in excess of the 
requirements for wages, as shown by the 
summary book, and for vouched petty 
expenditure, amounted to approximately 
£599. As against this, lodgments other 
than trafisfers for -general accounts 
amounted to approximately £555 for the 
same period. 

AUDIT ADJOURNED, | 

“The Town Clerk states that it was his 
practice to draw cheques in anticipation be- 
tore the precise needs for wages and petty 
payments could be aséertained, and that the 
surplus drawings. resulted from this prac- 
tice; and he maintains that the lodgments, 
aggregating £535, were composed of the sur- 
elus sums, which remained on his hands. ‘lo 
‘what extent his explanation is the correct 
one I am not yet in a position to say, but, 
taking account of the nature and dates of 
some of the lodgments, it would not appear 
to be an adequate explanation, I have 
asked that a detailed aili of the aceount 
should be made, and I am again adjourning 
the audit to-day, so that this analysis may 
be made.”’ 

‘‘ EMBARRASSING SITUATION,”’ 

The witness replied that he had not read 
this document through fully. As far as the 
balances were concerned, the bank aceounts 
or the accounts of the Dalkey urban district 
were never properly balanced for a period 
of at least 15 vears. When he came there 
in 1922, after spending a very long time at- 
tacking these balances, he tried to have them 
put right. Abstracts came forward from 
year to year, but they were not correct. The 
adjustments which were made in 1926 were 
not satisfactory. Further adjustments were 
made in March, 1929, to correct the balances. 
and try and get the accounts to agree sepa- 
rately and in bulk. 

The Inspector—I think you have explained 
the sitiation very fairly. 

The Inspector read further extracts from 
the auditor’s report, in which the auditor 
stated that it appeared clear that the 
Council reduced the clerk's estimates for the 
years 1926/7 up to and including the year 
1929 /50 by an aggregate amount of Qs. 10d. 
in the £, which would be the equivalent 
to about £2,516, and for that 
the Council must bear responsibility. There 
was a balance due to the Treasurer on general 
account of £3,376 19s. 1d., to which about 
£1,005 for outstanding paying orders should 
be added, totalling £4 382 approximately, 
against which there would be certain assets 
of outstanding rates and rents, etc, An 
adverse balance of £2,584 at Slst March, 
1926, had grown to approximately £4,382 by 
Mareh, 1950; so that far from making an 
effort to redress what was at March, 1926, a 
comparatively serious situation, the Council, 
in March, 1930, had reached a position that 
Was definitely embarrassing. ‘There was ap- 
proximately sufficient money in the poor rate 
account at the close of each financial year to 
discharge their liability to the County 
Council, but the Urban Council preferred to 
retain with their Treasurer the money that 
had been collected for that specific purpose. 

REDUCED ESTIMATES. 

Asked why the Urban Council did not pay 
the County Council when there was money 
to credit of the poor law account, the witness 
said that the No. 1 account might be aver- 
drawn at the same time, and the poor rate 
would go as a set-off. 

In reply to the Inspector, Mr. Treston said 
that it was the policy to withhold poor rate 
cheques from the County Couneil in arder to 
keen down the overdraft. 

The Inspector—That was, you saved 
interest on your general account by making 
the County Council pay interest? 

Mr. Treston—That was the policy. 

; Mr. Howe—Were the estimates passed suffi- 
cient to carry out the public services of the 
Council ? 

Mr. Treston—The Council struck a rate 
lower than I recommended. 

The Inspector—Then the rates’ struck were 
not sufficient to carry out the public services 
estimated for? 

Mr. Treston—The Council’s minutes will 
show the rate struck as compared with my 
estimate. The minutes. of the Council are a 
correct record of the actions ef the Council. 

INTEREST ON OVERDRAPT. 

In reply to Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., the 
witness said that, so far as Mr. Healy's 
repert was concerned, it was a statement of 
fact. The missing wages bodk was not 
primarily in his eustady. It was kept by the 
foreman. There had never been a complaint 
against the system which he adopted. He 
had alwaya faithfully discharged his duty to 
the Council, The Council paid off each year's 
overdraft with new ledgments. The over- 
drafts were each year new overdrafts, created: 
with the sanction of the Minister. 

Counsel—The rule in law is that the first 
drawing is paid by the first lodgment. That 
is Clayton’s case. 

To the Inspector—They were warned many 
times that this practice of overdrafts must 
cease, 

In reply to the Inspector, the Town Clerk 
said that he had reminded the Council to 
carry out their undertakings. 

Mr. Delany—TIf the only explanation ig that 
you did not want to pay interest on the over- 
draft, and left it to the County Council, that 
is hardly creditable of such a body as the 
Dalkey Urban Council. 

CHAIRMAN AND TOWN CLERK. 

Mr. John aguire, barrister, Chairman 
of the Urban Council, put some quegtians 
to the Town Clerk, The Inspector pointed |

PRIME MINISTER'S TOUR. 

Mr. J. H, Robb, K.C., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education, re- 
plying to Mr, Nixon (Independent Unionist), 
said he had sean the Press reports of the 
visit of the Prime Minister to. County: Fer- 
managh, which stated that a certain seliool 
turned out under their teacher to greet avd 
cheer the Prime Minister during achool 
hours.

- When the 
Cauneil came into office in 1925 they, were in 
a very uncomfortable financial position and 
the overdraft was about £3,000.

On the 7th December, 1928, the witness 
wrote a letter asking for particulars as to 
where the expenditure exceeded the estimates, 
and where expenditure was undertaken 
by the Council before it came before the 
Finance Committee.

tion of the overdraft to a very reasonable 
amount about that. date, Mr, ‘Nesbitt was 
appointed Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee in 1929. The witness considered that,

The Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State (Mr. James McNeill) presided at the 
annual meeting of the Drumcondra Hospital, 
which was held in. the Boardroom .of the 
Hospital, Whitworth road, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. There was a large attendance. 

The annual report was submitted by Canon 
Fergus Greer, M.A, It showed that. during 
the year under review the work of the hospital 
had been well maintained. In that period a 
total of 502 cases had been treated” in the 
hospital.- Three hundred and thirty-eight 
operations, including many grave, major and 
emergency. surgical operations, were per- 
formed. The extern Renchaisies had been 
attended by over 2,006 persons. This showed 
that the hospital continued to do its share of 
the relief of suffering to the fullest .xtent of 
its capacity. 

It was with feelings of deep thankfulness 
that the Committee were able to show that 
the debit balance of £264 1s. 5d. with which 
they started the year had been reduced to 
£54 10s. 4d. at the close. They acknowledged 
gratefully the inorease of £60 under the head 
of subscriptions, which was a source of great 
encouragement to all concerned, 

For a considerable time past the Com- 
mittee had considered ways and means of 
emergency escape ju case of fire, and had pow 
installed: in oaks of the upper wards a Blake- 
borough fire es¢ape apparatus, by means of 
which patients and staff could he safely and 
quickly lowered to the ground through the 


| windows in the unfortunate event of egress 


The steff had 
baen trained in the use of the apparatus, and 
while it was hoped that the necessity would 
never arise, it was comforting to know that 
every possible precaution towards safety had 
been taken. 

In conclusion, the Committee stated that 
the hospital,: though small in size compared 
with many .other institutions, undoubtedly 
filled a useful purpose. With the vapid de- 
velopment of the city, particularly at the 
North side, it might be considered certain 
that the hospital weyld oecupy a still more 
important position in the future. Therefore, 
they relied en a continuance of the support, 
mora] and material, of their present friends. 
and on a very considerable addition to the 
number of supporters, particularly from the 
neighbourhood of the hospital. _ 

A SATIGFACTORY REPORT. 

In moving the adopticn of the report, Mr, 
Commissioner Dwyer said that the hospitals 
of Dublin were held in very high regard by 
the general public. He thought, however, 
that. while patients fully appreciated the 
treatment they had received in hospitals, the 
general public did not fully appreciate the 
amount of voluntary effort given by un: 
selfish people in carrying on the work of a 
hospital such as the Drumeendra Hospital, 
He congratulated the Committee on. being 
able ta present such a satisfactory report 

The Rev. H. G. Ford seconded the motion, 
He wished to congratulate the Committee on 
its excellent report, which showed that they 
were anxious to keep everything in thie hos- 
pital up to first-rate modern conditions. 

GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S TRIBUTE. 

The Governor-General said that the -Com- 
mittee’s veport showed that good work was 
being done in the hospital, in, face of aiffi- 
culties; the greatest of which was the financial 
need. The ablest. and most devoted surgeons 
must have the necessary funds to. meet the 
eost of housing and supplying food, medicine, 
etc., to the sufferers, whose ailments 
they cured or relieved. The Drumcondia 
Hospital “was a comparatively small institn: 
tion, but it supplied a loeal need. With 
more generous support it eeuld do mere 
work, which was undoubtedly needed. 

“1 wish,” he continued, ‘‘ that the alleged 
Chinese system could be introduced into 
Drumcondra. Under that system medival 
subscriptions are paid by the healthy, and 
discontinued during illness, The report 
rather suggests that we are sometimes driven 
to the other extreme, [ note, however, that 
the employés of the Dublin Dockyard Com- 
Sng and others support an unselfish friend.

ANNUAL REPORT, 

The annual report, which was read by Mr. 
C. H. Gick, Secretary, stated that during 
the year the number of pupils on the register 
was eight—seven boarders and one day pupil, 
The Free State was the only part of the 
British Isles which had net compulsory edu- 
cation for the deaf, and until State aid waa 
obtained it was quite natural for parents not 
to allow their deaf children to go to an in- 
stitution. 

The year commenced with a credit balance 
of £166 Os. 2d.; the income amounted to

How the Anglo-Egyptian . hegotiations 
broke down over the Budan question is de- 
scribed in a White Paper that was issued 
last night. 

The caúse of the breakdown was the im. 
possibility of arriving at any formula which 
would satisfy the Egyptian demand for, the 
right of unrestricted~ immigration of Egyp- 
tian nationals into the Sudan. 

The report shows that little difficulty was 
experienced in the early stage of the negotia- 
tions, but that the defence. of the Suez 
Canal gave rise to very long discussion. 
The Egyptian ‘elegation had first suggested 
that all British forces should Le concentrated 
at one point on the east bank of the Canal-- 
first, Port Fuad, and subsequently Kantara, 
being the noints ‘proposed. When thease 
localities were shown to be inadequate for 
the purpese, the Hgyptian — delegation 
eventually agreed to the concentration of the 
British forces to the west of the Canal, in 
the neighbourhood of Ismalia, subject to a 
reduction from 25 to 20 years of the period 
during which the Treaty would not be open 
for revision, except, of course, in the vase 
where the parties thereto might agree to pro- 
ceed to such revision at an earlier date. 

It was-early recognised that the Budan was 
likely to present a formidable problem: An 
effort was made te meet the Egyptian point 
of view by the introduction of an entirely 
new and general provision, under which the 
parties agreed, if either of them should so 
request, to enter into friendly discussions 
within one year fram’ the coming inta force 
of the Treaty with regard to any question 
arising out of the application of any article 
of the Treaty with respect to which any 
difficulty might have arisen, 

At one point iu the diseussion the prospect 
of agreement on these lines seemed hopeful. 
Eventually, after the very prolonged meeting 
which ended at 3.30 a.m. on May 7, agree- 
ment was reached on all the Articles of the 
Treaty apart from the Sudan, 


EGYPT DISSATISFIED. 

A suggestion that the Governor-General 
would not exercise unreasonably the right 
which any Government must possess, to 
control immigration in the ipterests of its 
own nationals, had to be abandoned, as the 
Egyptian Delegation insisted on the omission 
ef the word ‘‘ unresasonably.”’ Further 
progress was impossible, and the Egyptian 
Delegation were finally informed that the 
Treaty could only be saved if they would 
accept the text of the Sudan Article, with 
two amendments for which they had pressed, 
and to which the British negotiators were 
ready to agree. 

After an adjournment the Egyptian dele- 
gation said that they could not continue the 
negotiations, unless the Government modified 
their position. They were informed that the 
British negotiators could not modify the pro- 
posals which they had made overnight, This 
communication led to the termination of the 
negotiations. 

At.a formal meeting which followed, the 
Foreign Secretary made it elear that if the 
Egyptian delegation found, after their return 
to Egypt, and after discussion with their 
friends there, that there was any hope of 
the Draft Treaty’s becoming an aecepted in. 
strument, it was still available, and he and 
his colleagues were prepared to try to reach 
agreement with regard to the few remaining 
passages in the Note annexed tq the Treaty,

Remarkable evidence was given at a special 
Court which was. held in. Letterkenny last 
Wednesday, when six men were charged :—

MASKED MEN. 

William Allen gave evidence that he was » 
farmer residing at Behillion, On the night 
of 14th February last at 8.45 six men same 
to hia house. Se knew three of them. They 
were William Donaghy, Philip and Charles 
Flegarty. He dic not know the others, as 
they were masked. The masked men had a 
gun each and had false faces. Charles 
Hegarty asked was Ligaie in? Lizzie was a 
sister of the Hegartys and was hired by 
witness as a servant. At thie time there was 
a haby in the house; it was three weeks old, 
The mother of the baby was Elizabeth 
Hegarty, and witness was the father. They 
were not married at the time, The baby was 
sitting on witness's mother’s knee. Two of 
the masked men took the baby and put it 
in the motor ca”. 

SHOTS. 

After thev had taken the bahy the men 
went towards the motor cars and witness 
followed them out and went to the stable 
door, and while he was there a shot was 
fired at him from the direction of the motor, 
and as he was cleaying away another shot 
was fired. Lizzie Hegarty was not in the 
house at the time the raiders came, 

In reply to Mr. Tracy (solicitor for de- 
fendants), witness said that he was not of the 
same religion as the.girl, whe was a Catholic. 
The girl was over twenty-one when she was 
hired by him, and his mother was present 
at the hiring, 

Witnesa added that when the mother af 
the girl found that her daughter had a child, 
she said that her daughter would have to 
return home. Witness advised Ligaie to go 
home; he also tald her that he intended to 
marry her. 

Mr. Tracy—Did she go with her mother *— 
No; she was taken away by force by about 
forty men who came to witness’s house. 

Mrs, Mary Ann Allen, mother of the pre- 
vious witness, said that she did not know any 
of the raiders, except the girl’s brothers. She 
recognised Jimmy Doherty by his voice, as 
he was often in ber house. She did not know 
the other men, as their faces wére covered, 
Donaghy. the motorman, did not do much 
harm. The men went through the house and 
broke everything. 

Elizabeth Hegarty, in the course of her evi- 
dence, Said that she was married ta William 
Allen on 17th February at Burt Church. Up 
to that time she was a Catholic.

| Commission, sitting in the Boardroom of the 


Department of Agriculture,’ Merrion street, 
Dublin, Judge Davitt. presiding, Mr. John 
Leonard and Mr. A. P. Mathews, TD, 
attended on behalf of the Meath . Cannty 
Council. 

In a memoradum of evidence it was stated 
that in late years freight’ charges on live 
stock and farm produce had increased so 
largely that Meath farmers were at a dis- 
advantage in EA gur stock in competition 
with ceoss-Channel:- producers» The operation 
of the de-rating system in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland had given producers there 
an additional advantagg over their Free State 
competitors. The English farmers had a 
market for their produce at their doors, and 
producers in Scotland and Northern Ireland 
had reduced charges under the De-rating Act, 


Decrease in the general prosperity of the 
farming community was one of the main causes 
of the increased number of unemployed agyi- 
cultnral workers. ne 

There were at present some subsidiary 
branehes of farming barely paying their way, 
whieh needed only a small impetus to make 
them reasonably profitable. <A relief from 
rates. it was stated, would give much-needed 
encouragement in that direction. — 

Beef and polled cattle were selling at about 
25 per cent. over pre-war rates, and many 
farm products, including grajn, oats, and 
notatoes, were actually at pre-war prices; 
while the cost of production, including labour 
and freight, was more than 100 per cent. 
higher. it 

Local rates in Meath, as compared with 
pre-war rates, were as follow :— 

For the year ending March, 1914, the total 
county expenditure was £98,568. to which the 
Government contributed 46 per cent., leaving 
a sum of £52,929 to be raised by rates. 

Kor the vear ending March, 1930, the total! 
county expenditure was £225,042, to which 
the Government ecentributed 40 per cent.; 
leaving a sum of £133,491 to be raised Hy 
rates. or over 150 per cent. higher rate 
than in 1914. 

The Meath County Council were also of 
opinion that the services at present lecally 
administered should be administered as at 
present, with the exception of mental 
iospitals. ‘These should be a State charge 
and under central contrel and management, 
which it was believed would be less costly 
and more efficient than new. 

AN ALTERNATIVE. | 

As an alternative to total de-rating, the 
delegates suggested that, as a result of im- 
provement of main roads ip the Free State 
and the development of motor transport, the 
roads no jonger served only loeal needs : the 
county roads were now being increasingly 
used ‘by the publie in general, and motor 
cars, ‘buses and lorries used them con- 
tinuously. Therefore, the total cost of mainten- 
ance of all roads, which were national high: 
ways. should be a national charge. 

" WASTE OF MONEY ON GAELIC. 

Mr. Mathews said that it was the belief of 
the Meath County Council that the State in 
expending £26,000,000 a year was spending 
too much, Personally, he thought that there 
could be a big economy effected in the 
teaching of Irish, in Government printing, 
and in setting up Dag age ee colleges, 

Mr. Odlum asked Mr, Leonard what he 
eansidered would happen in Meath if de- 
rating was not granted—what would be the 
gradual effect ? 

Mr. Leonard said that he thought there 
would be a deterioration in the prosperity of 
the peaple who were paying the rates. 

Replying to Mr. Baxter, Mr. Mathews said 
that in reference to the expenditure on the 
reads it was greater than was necessary for 
the needs of the local farmers in Meath. 

Judge Davitt asked Mr, Leonard if he 
thanght that the necessity for de-rating was 
so imperative that essential services might 
have to be cut down. 

The witness said that he would not cut 
down essential services, but there were many 
sfevices that could be less expensively 
eathied on. : 

Replying to Mr. Greene, Mr, Mathews 
agreed that the farmer would be better off 
if he had te pay income tax, the same as any 
other business man. 

Mr. Leonard said that he was not aware 
that the farmers had benefited by heavy 
motor transport to the extent of having rail- 
way rates in their own locality considerably 
reduced. He would favour a wheel tax, but 
thought that the imposition of a petrol tax 
would be fairer than any other. 

PRICES OF LIVE STOCK. 

Replying to Mr. Cussen, Mr. Mathews said 
that prices of live stock in Britain were 
determined by the price of the foreign pro- 
duct, but they were more directly in com- 
petition with Scotch cattle. 

Mr. Cussen—At the same time Irish 
farmers derived some advantage from the in: 
crease in the demand for their store cattle 
from Scotland. 

Mr. Leonard—Yes, I believe chat is so of 
the country as a whole. 

In further reply to Mr. Cussen, Mr. 
Mathews said there was something to be said 
for having the roads maintained by a central 
authority. There was a temptation to 
generosity in expenditure when the area of 
taxation was extended, 

The Commission adjourned until 10.50 a.m.

ENTERED.

CAPTAIN REDMOND’S 
DEFENCE TO-DAY, 
——— 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The hearing was resumed yesterday of the 
case in which Captain William A. Redmond, 
D.8.0., T.D., is charged with the man- 
slaughter of Thomas Murphy, Priory road, 
Kimmage, by knocking him down with his 
motor car at Cabinteely on the 16th ult. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and Mr, T. Finlay 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) pro- 
secuted. Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
J. H. McLaughlin) appeared for the‘lefence ; 
and Mr. Dermot Fawsitt (instructed by Mr. 
W. McA. McCracken) represented the next- 
of-kin. 3 

Patrick Kenna, Kingstown, the first witness 
called yesterday, said that on the 16th April 
he went out on the pillion of a motor cycle 
driven by Martin Dundon. When they came 
to Cabinteely cottages they decided to turn, 
and they were turning when the witness 
noticed a man on a pedal bicycle passing 
them. A motor car approached in the middle 
of the road, but when about: forty yards 
away it veered to the wrong side of the road, 
and a few seconds later it had come into 
collision with the pedal cyclist. 

When. Captain Redmond got out of the car, 
the witness added, he appeared ‘‘to be in a 
fighting humour.”’ 

Answering Mr. O’Connor, he said that the 
car stopped just as the collision occurred. 
The: crowd was hostile to Captain Redmond, 
and he was angry. 

AGITATED. 

Martin Dundon, Kingstown, the driver of 
the motor cycle, said that it was he who 
stood on the running board of Captain Red- 
mond’s car after the injured man had been 
put into it. As a result of what a Civic 
Guard said to the defendant, the injured man 
was taken to another car. He did not notice 
that the defendant’s hand was bleeding 
Captain Redmond did not seem dazed or 
flushed, but was agitated. 

Patrick O’Brien, 101 Cabinteely. cottages. 
said that when he saw Captain Redmond 
after the accident he was stupefied and 
flushed in appearance, and there was a strong 
smell of drink from him. He said that he 
should be allowed to drive his own car, to 
which the witness replied that he did not 
think that he was fit to drive it, and that he 
was a danger to the public. 

Gerald Bowesman, commercial traveller, 
said that when he arrived at the scene of the 
accident he saw a car being turned on the 
road. The time taken to turn the car would 
be anything between three and five minutes. 
When the car came to a standstill he said to 
the driver, the defendant: “I do not think 
you are in a fit condition to drive the car. 
Will you allow me to drive it for you?” 
Captain Redmond said; “ Will you allow me 
drive my own car?”’ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
the witness said that he had heard im 
evidence that Captain Redmond, as a result 
of the accident, had had a rib injured and 
had contracted pleurisy as well. 


GROUNDS FOR ARREST. 

Guard Reardon, Cabinteely, in reply to 
Mr. Lavery, said that when he spoke to Captain 
Redmond on reaching the scene of. the 
accident the defendant said, ' Why can’t | 
drive my own car?” 

What did you say’—I said, “If you do 
not get out of the car I will have to take 
you out of it.” He then came out of the car 
and walked on to the footpath. I asked was 
there anyone who would volunteer to drive 
the car with the man to hospital, and Captain 
Redmond said that he would not allow any- 
one to drive his car. : 

Did you notice anything peculiar about 
him?—He was very excited and very 
flushed and smelling very strongly of drink. 

What did you say to him then ?—| said, 
““I arrest you for driving dangerously.” 

The witness added that the defendant said 
that he would not go, and when he (the 
Guard) stopped a Blue Line 'bus and took 
hold of his arm Captain Redmond said, “' Let 
go my arm.” They got into the "bus, and 
the lady who had been in the defendant’s car 
came with them to the barrack. There the 
witness asked Captain Redmond whether he 
would like to see a doctor. Captain Redmond 
said, “ What doctor do you suggest’?’’ and 
the witness said that he would get him ary 
doctor he liked. 

The defendant was in the station from 9.20 
until 12 midnight. The witness telephoned 
the hospital to inquire about the condition 
of the injured man, and, when told that he 
was not expected to last until morning, 
Captain Redmond said that it was ‘‘terrible,”’ 
or something hke that. The defendant’s hand 
was cut, and the witness bandaged the 
wounds. 

At about 9.30 the defendant asked the 
witness if the injured man had had a light on 
his bicycle. The witness pulled back the 
blind and said, “ You see, it is not lighting- 
up time yet.” 

_Captain Redmond had a telephone conversa- 
tion with Surgeon Meade, and then spoke to 
Dr. Pim. Mrs. Montgomery Martin’s 
husband came to the barrack and remained 
some time. When leaving with his wife he 
took some boxes from Captain Redmond’s car 
and put them into his own car. 

Captain Redmond’s car was a Vauxhall 
two-seater, fitted with a wind-screen. The 
hood at the time of the accident was down. 
DRUNKENNESS CHARGE QUESTIONED. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor . the 
witness said that people were clamouring for 
the arrest of Captain Redmond. 

At the scene of the accident you solmenly 
charged him’—Yes. ; 

Did you ever state that in a court’—No. 

Is that not of supreme importance?—Yes. 

[ put it to you that you neter charged 
Captain Redmond with being drunk?—I did. 

Who enters a charge at the barracks?— 
The barracks orderly. 

And you did not make any entry’—Not 
until 11 o’clock, when I resumed duty. 

And that was the first time?—I made no 
entry of the charge of drunkenness. 

At any time’—At any time. 

Here counsel called for the entry made at 
11 o'clock, and the barrack book was pro- 
duced. The witness pointed out the entry 
which he had made. 

Mr. O’Connor—It would be your duty to 
enter such a charge?—Yes. i : 

_ Now, there is no such entry, and I put 
it to you that you never charged Captain 
Redmond with being drunk?—I did. 

In further cross-examination Guard 
Reardon said that he helped Captain 
Redmond to get into the "bus, although it 
was quite possible that he would have done 
so without. assistance. 

Mr, O’Connor—Did not Captain Redmond 
assist a lady into the *bus’—He did. 

Was not he anxious about the condition of 
the injured man?—He was very anxious. 

I take it that. Captain Redmond was con- 
versing with you all the time in a perfectly 
coherent and intelligent manner —He was. 

The witness added that later bail was 
offered and taken. 

STATEMENT OUT OF COURT. 

At this stage Mr. O'Connor asked that 
Michael Sheridan, a previous witness, should 
be recalled. 

Mr. O'Connor (to the witness)—Since the 
adjournment. of this Court (for lunch) were 
you talking to a lady about this case in a 
restaurant ’—Yes ; just a few words pased. 

Did you say this: ‘‘The next man who 
hurts anybody on this road will have to be 
taken out and lynched, whether he is right 
or wrong '?—No; I did not. 

What did you say’—I said that if that 
happened in a foreign country, the man 
would be taken out and lynched. 

Judge Shannon—Am I to gather you did 
say that, adding what they do in foreign 
countries ?— Y es. 

“Do you see that lady?" said Mr. 
O'Connor, pointing to a woman who occupied 
a seat at a solicitors’ table. ‘‘She was in 
the restaurant? ”' 

The Witness—I did not see her there. 
There were two or three ladies there, of 
course, 

Did you notice a lady dressed in green? — 
She may have been there. ., 

You were talking to a lady?—There was 
no lady with me. I was talking to the pro- 
prietress of the place. 

And you were discussing this case?—Just. a 
few, simple words. She asked me were we 
nearly finished with the case. 

1 put it to you that vou said that the 
next man who butts anybody on the road— 
‘kills’? was the word you used—will have 
to be taken out and lynched?’—I did not 
use that statement. I insist that I said they 
would do that in foreign countries. 


One of the O'Briens who gave evidence | 
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ther O’Brien is your father-in-law ?— Yes, 
“ PERFECTLY INTELLIGENT." 

Sergeant Heeney gave evidence of his 
examination of the bicycle and the motor 
car. When lighting his pipe, he said, Cap- 
tain Redmond swayed backwards and for- 
gas but that might be a characteristic of 

is. 

Detective McHugh swore that he was in 
the barracks when Guard Reardon came in 
with Captain Redmond, who sat in the day 
room, | 

To Mr. O’Connor—Captain Redmond was 
perfectly intelligent during his conversations 
with me and when speaking over the tele- 
phone, 

Mr. O’Connor—Among other things dis- 
cussed, was the Stradbally case one of them? 
— Yes. 

Did he discuss it intelligently and interest- 
ingly ”—Y es. 

Did he tell vou that he appeared for the 
two Civic Guards who were charged then ?— 
Yes. 

Superintendent Micheal O'Reilly, Dun- 
drum, said that when he saw Captain 
Redmond in the day room he said “ This is 
an unfortunate business.” Later he told the 


‘defendant that serious charges mig arise, 


and that, therefore, he (Captain Redmond) 
might make a statement if he so wished. 
The defendant said ‘‘ I'll say nothing.” 

At 12.30 o'clock the witness discharged the 
defendant, telling him that he had been 
arrested on a charge of being drunk in charge 
of a motor car; that, strictly speaking, he 
should be brought before a Peace Commis- 
sioner to be discharged, but, following the 
usual practice, the witness would discharge 
him, and a summons would be issued. At 
the time of his discharge Captain Redmond 
bore the appearance of a man who had been 
drinking. His face was flushed, and his 
eyes were watery. He was sober when dis- 
charged. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Connor, the wit- 
ness said that he formed the ‘opinion that 
Captain Redmond had taken drink, because 
of his flushed face and watery eyes. Possibly 
his decision was influenced by what he had 
heard. There was no formal charge of 
drunkenness made by him against Captain 
Redmond on the night of the collision. It 
would have been more correct had the charge 
appeared in the station diary. : 

This closed the case for the prosecution, 
and the Court rose until 10.30 o’clock this 


morning.

PRELIMINARY POINTS IN AN 
ACTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing of the action brought by the 
Automatic Candle and General Trust, Ltd., 
of Apsley House, Charleston road, Rath- 
mines, Dublin, against Elizabeth A. Kerr 
and John L. Kerr, of the same address, was 
continued. It was a claim for a declaration 
that an agreement and patent for the manu- 
facture of the company’s candles was a sub- 
sisting contract and was in full force, 
notwithstanding an alleged recision in the 
year 1926. | 
" Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Chadwick (in- 
structed by Mr. R. N. Potterton) appeared 
for the plaintiffs ; and Mr. Dickie, K.C., 
and Mr. A. O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
J. O'Connor and Co.) for the defendants. 

Mr. Dickie had raised the preliminary 
point that, as the company had been wound 
up, the action could not proceed, and—his 
main pomnt—that the action should have been 
brought by way of specific performance, and 
he cited a number of authorities in suppert 
of his argument. . 

Mr. Jellett said that ‘‘the whole place is 
covered with preliminary points, one ccn- 
tradicting another.”’ es 

Mr. Justice Meredith—It seems to me it Is 
covered with preliminary points, like a 
porcupine’s back. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Jellett asked his lordship to say that 
there was nothing in these preliminary points. 

Counsel consenting, there was a short ad- 
journment to enable his lordship to give 
judgment on the preliminary questions 
regarding the form of the action. 


QUESTION OF COUNTER-CLAIM. 

Mr. Justice Meredith subsequently an- 
nounced his decision, and said that, if the 
whole issue in the action was whether the 
agreement was an existing contract, he did 
not see any reason why he could not consider 
that question, but, if it was not, the whole 
issue then, he thought, was that the defendants 
could set the matter perfectly right by enter- 
ing a counter-claim. If the defendants did not 
choose to serve any counter-claim or to ask 
for anything, then he did not see why this 
matter should not be decided. As a matter 
of discretion, he thought that the proper 
course was to hear the action and give liberty 
to the defendants to put in a counter-claim, 
and then he would deal with it. Accordingly 
he would adjourn the hearing until a date to 
be fixed, pending the defendants taking what 
course they might think fit, 

Mr. Dickie said that he declined to have 
any counter-claim, and he asked his lordship 
to adjourn the case until such time as he 
could take the matter to the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Jellett—Your lordship has decided, 
after hearing these preliminary points at very 
great length, that you will go on with the 
trial of the action, and Mr. Dickie now wants 
to reverse that decision and constitute him- 
self a court of appeal from your lordship’s 
decision as now announced. 

TO APPEAL. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, as Mr. 
Dickie had definitely stated that he did not 
intend to serve any counter-claim and that he 
was going to appeal against his decision to 
o on with the case, he must, of course, 
nine given both parties the right to have 
these preliminary questions decided, allow 
the question to go before the Supreme Court. 
Accordingly, he would adjourn the case until 
next term, so as to give Mr. Dickie an oppor- 
tunity of being heard in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Dickie said that he would serve notice 
of appeal immediately. 


THREE YEARS FOR FALSE 
PRETENCES. 


ENGLISHMAN REFUSED LEAVE 
TO APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
In the Court of Criminal Appeal, Joseph 

A. Trumble, an Englishman who had been 

convicted in the Dublin Circuit Court cn 

the charge of obtaining money by false 
pretences and sentenced to three years’ ers 
servitude, applied for leave to appeal on 
the grounds that the whole of the 
indictments, which had been altered since, 
or not heard at the District Court, were bad 
in law, as he was not committed to take 
his trial on them; that the Circuit Court 

Judge had misdirected the jury on the 

evidence; and that the Circuit Court Judge 

did not place the defence before the jury 

in any one case. 

The applicant, who made the application 
in person, explained that the charge against 
him related to a number of cheques which 
he had drawn in~the expectation of being 
paid about £1,000, which, however, did not 
come. 

The Chief Justice pointed out that the 
the Court was concerned about 
was whether the trial in the Circuit Court 
was unsatisfactory or not. They could not 
re-open or re-try the questions of fact which 
the jury had decided. 

The applicant said that he had _ en- 
deavoured to do the correct thing in 
connection with the matter, and had pawned 
his watch and clothes, and, with the 
, lent £1 to each of the persons 

olding the cheques, pending the receipt of 
the money. He had been more sinned against 
than sinning under the circumstances, 

The Chief Justice referred to the large 
number of convictions in England whieh had 
been recorded against the applicant. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, who, with Mr. Rice, K.C 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
appeared for the Attorney-General, said that 
the applicant had evidently launched a big 
scheme of fraud in Dublin, and the sentence 
of the Circuit Court Judge was most 
lenient under the circumstances. 

The Chief Justice, giving the judgment 
of the Court—refusing the application for 
leave to appeal—said that nat were all 
satisfied that the case had been properly 
tried by the Circuit Judge in every respect. 
The defendant, he added, had made the 
application with great plausibility.

Thomas McGovern and Mary McGovern, 
Manorhamilton, appealed from an order of 
Circuit Court Judge Sheehy at Mano-vhamil- 
ton, giving the plaintiffs a decree for £200, 
the amount claimed by them as balance, 
alleged to be dune by the defendants, of the 
purchase money of a public-house in Manor- 
hamiitow. 

It appeared that the defendants agreed io 
purchase the premises for £500, this amount 
to be paid in one sum of £100 and half- yearly 
sums of £50 each. Four of the instalments 
had not been paid, and then a question of 
title was raised on behalf of the defendants. 
The original vendors, Emily Robinson and 
her husband, William H. Robinson, having 
died, the present plaintiffs were appointed 
executors ot the vendors. The appellants were 
willing to pay the balance of the purchase 
money on proper title being furnished, or, in 
the alternative, to pay cecupation rent. 

Mr. Newett finstructed by Mr. P. O'Flynn) 
appeared for the appellants,.and Mr. T. J. 
Smyth and Mr. Louis O’Deherty (instrucied 
by Mr. W. H. Keaney) for the respondents. 

Mr. Smyth stated that the deleachass and 
their solicitor were fully satified with the 
title of the vendors at. the time of the agree- 
ment, and they must be deemed to have had 
full knowledge. It was not until the death of 
hmily Robinson, three years later, that a re- 
quisition of title was served on behalf of the 
defendants. He submitted that this was a 
case where the objections to title were not 
bona-fide, but were an afterthéugit. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that, in the view 
that he took of the agreement for the sale 
of the premises, there was no question of 
substance involved in the action. The plain- 
tiffs had raised the question of estoppel or 
acquiescence, which did not appear to have 
been raised in the Court below, and was not 
made by the parties themselves. An abstract 
of title was asked for when the balance of 
the instalments was demanded, and then ob- 
jections were made. He thought that the civil 
bill should have been dismissed, but in order 
to show that they had not really finally 
settled this matter between the parties, and 
that it was still outstanding, they would dis 
miss the action without prejudice, with costs 
in that Court and in the Court below. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne concurred,

A CO. DONEGAL CASE. 
: John Kerr, a labourer, of Blaristown. Castle 
fin, Co. Donegal, who had been sentenced in 
the Lifford Circuit Court by Judge Gleeson 
to eighteen months’ hard labour for the 
alleged burning of a quantity of flax and 
straw, the property of a neighbouring farmer, 
named Patrick Murray, on the 7th December, 
1929, applied for leave to appeal. 

The application was made by Mr. 
McGonigle {instructed by Mr. Vincent C. 
McMullen). 

The applicant, it appeared, said that he 
was in bed on the night of the occurrence, 
and stated in an affidavit that he had been 
taken by surprise, and deprived of the evi- 
dence of a man named Devlin, who knew all 
about the facts of the case. 

Mr. Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, sub- 
mitted that the defendant had not been taken 
by surprise. 

The Court refused the application, 


CORK SENTENCE APPEAL. 

In a case of William O'Sullivan, who was 
convicted, in the Cork Circuit Court, on the 
charge of attempting to commit an unnatural 
offence, on the 18th August last, and was 
sentenced to five years’ penal servitude, Mr. 
J. A. McCarthy (instructed by Messrs. W. 
F. O'Connor and Co.) applied on behalf of 
the defendant for leave to appeal. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the Attorney- 
General, opposing the application. 

The grounds of the application were that 
the judge had admitted inadmissible 
evidence; that he misdirected the jury as to 
evidence; that in his charge to the jury he 
ignored the explanation given by the accused 
man and refused to direct the jury thereon ; 
that the judge did not direct the jury on the 
question of reasonable doubt; and that the 
verdict was inconsistent and ambiguous. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.
